ONDON, Dec. 18.—If 
Parnell has his way 
there will be no com. 
promise of any kina 
between his followers 
and the majority of 
the Irish party. How- 
ever the fact*oann t 
be ignored that Far- 
nell’s policy of forcing 
the ent in the ad- 
sence of O’Brien and Dillon is altogether dis- 
tasteful to his principal men here. There are 
not more than four of Parnell’s 
parliamentary supporters who would 
not vastly prefer that the present 
criels could be terminated by his 
retirement, and unléss events move very 
quickly inthe meanwbile, when O’Brien ar- 
rives in Paris he will find the Parnellites quite 
ready to meet him in any suggestion ho may 
make fora settiement on lines which give 
Parnell a fair pretext for retiring. 
ENCOURAGEMENT FOR PARNELL. 

The feeling which Parnell's visit has 
evoked in Ireland will doubtless encourage 
him to persevere, wven if he should 
be deserted by every member of his 
party, but bis strugale wouldthen be hope- 
less. Parnell's appeal to the Irish extremists 
bas startled and estranged many of his sup- 
porters, as they think that even Glad{itone’s 
bill would be far preferable to plunging Ire- 
land again into the throes ofagitatfon la which 
all moderate counsels would be submerged. 
It ie a remarz able fact that all of Parnell’s 
men, except Jonn O'Connor and Dr. henney, 
are among the most moderate men in the 
Irish party. itis a striking proof of Parnell’s 
personal power thut he has been able to push 
them into a policy which is at variance with 
their known convictions. 

A SURE INDEX. 

The Kilkenny election will be a sure index 
to the future success or failure of the re- 
spective Irish parties. Defeat will not drive 
Parnell off the feld, but will give courage to 
his opponents who are at present silenced by 
the popular furore which Parnell’s Irish 
tour bas aroused. The withdrawal of 
John Kelly the right-band-man of 
O’Brien and Dillon in carrying on the plan of 
cumpaign from the place of the Parneliite 
candidate for. Kilkenny is regarded as proof 
that both sections of the party are without 
funds, because neither side can draw upon 
the reserve without the conseut of the other. 

Vincent Scully, who has been adopted 
by Parnell instead of Kelly. a 
much weaker candidate, but a man 
of wealth and 1 bank chairman. 
He can pay hisown expenses, whereas Kelly 
could not. It is impossible to predict which 
way the contest will go. It will not be decided 
for ten days, aud events are moving rapidly in 
Irelund now. The constituency is one In 
which the priests have always ied in politics.

ERASED FROM THE LIST. 

The erasure of Parnell's name from the list 
of Burgesses of Edinburgb would carry more 
weignt but for the factthatit was put there 
in deflance ofa powerful public sentiment, 


many even of the Liberals being of opinion 
that it was improper to enter as an honorary 
burgess a gentieman whose position was 
strictiy political and who had not yet consum- 
mated any grand act of statesmunship, how- 
ever approved his course might be. This feeling 
is valnivg instead of weakening, and the re- 
movai of bis name was more an act of pru 
dence than of indignation. It is an unsettied 
question whether the council has a right to 
effuce Mr. Parnell’s name without hie con- 
sent, and an able lawyer has expressed the 
opinion since Wednesday's tion that they 
have not, Mr. Parnell not having been guilty 
of anything recognized by law ae a disqualifi- 
cation. As, however, be will probably never 
Wlan to act as a bLurvess of Kkdiaburgh, the 
point is not likely to be raised. 
Some of the resolutions which have been 
Ay ing ubout for the past few days are queer 
reading. That of Listowellee (County of 
Kerry), Board of Ordnance is e«pecially so. It 
expresses confidence in Mr. Parnell, and de- 
clares that Mr. Parnell, not being in the 
religion of the vast msejvrity of bis country- 
men, and therefore, in a measure, perfectly 
open to pursue what course he may think fit 
ae to morale, etc., etc.’” As a general thing 
the regulations do not gos far as this one in 
giving Mir. Parneli unrestricted license as to 
morais, but others are nearly as peculiar. 


RULE OR RUIN. 

A prominent member of the English Liberal 
party sailto-day: ‘‘The situation In Ireland 
is deplorable. Everything that has been 
done tends to widen the breach. Mr. Par- 


nell’s policy is rule or ruin. Should he suc- 
ceed with the pe: ple the result will be rule 
and ruin. Nothing is to be gained dy his 
personal vindication, and this Ils all he really 
secks. For this he uses his unexampled 
powers and his control over the masses of his 
countrymen. All che steps he has taken 
show his determination to stick at nothing. 
By the seizure and recapture of United Ireland 
he cuts off all hopes of reconciliation with 
O’Brien, Dillon, McCarthy and all moderate. 
well-meaning members of the party. Mr. 
Davitt, who bolds 287 eharesjof the newspaper 
transfered to bim by Mr. Eagan, will imme- 
diately bring action against him for 
unlawfally poseess ing himself of the 
property. The question is being considered 
of proceeding against bim crimivally, for 
which there are said tobe the best legal 
grounde for he forced entrance into the prem- 
Ilses with violence and without legal warrant. 
For this he may be held amenabie, as if it 
were burzlary and also forthe destruction of 
the property of the paper.

Tieirubsence from the scene has, to a cer- 
tain extent, preserved them from the ani- 
mi sities engendered, and in thelr 
cou:parative partiality they hold a bal- 
ance of power which must affect tbe 
public mind and at least bring about a 
suspension of opinion until they have 
fiuaily declared themselves. With reason to 
pause andtime to refiect Kilkenny may yet 
show that the popular voie und the popular 
ery je not identical.

SALISBURY’S POLICY. 

There is no prospect of an earlier disso- 
lution of Parilament. Lord Salisbury looks 
upon the present erisis with characteristic 
composure. He does not believe in rosbing 
into a general election until the emoke of civil 


war in the opposition ranks bas cleared away 
and be can see if the opposing forces 
have disabled each other or again 
coalesced. That they may do each 
other a» much injury as possibie is his advan. 
taze—so Le allows the Z7imes to pat Purnell ob 
the back and lets the cuwbatants severely 
alone, In accordance with this pdiicy there 
bas been no interierence of the police with 
Parnell’s proceedings in Dublin, which, oa 
the face of them, required the intervention 
of the law in the interest of pupiic 
peace and under. any other circumstance 
would have received it.

SIGNIFICANT ACTS.

Balfoar’s Ie lief Measure. 


*pecial Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, Dec. 13.—Mr. Balfour has gone to 
Ireland again to burry up the light railways 
and hasten relief to the districts from which 
appeals have come. The lines already 


retarted, sofar as laying out the work, area 
narrow-gauge from Donegal to Killybogs, a 
distance of eighteen miles, at an estimuted 
cost of £117,000; a line from Stranglur to 
Glenties, twenty-four miles, a line from Bal- 
lina to Killaia in Mayo, eight miles, and West- 
port to Mulranny, eighteen miles. ‘This line 
will be extended to Achill Sound, eight miles 
more. In Galway, a line forty-nine miles 
lonx is being constructed from Galway to 
Clirden, and in Kerry from Headford to Ken- 
mare and Killoughiin to Valentla. In Cork a 
line isto run from Skibberen to Baltimore; 
Bantry Station § is being connected 
with the quay, and in Down, 
Down Patrick is to be connected 
with the fizening station of Ard glass. Thou- 
vands of laborers are already employed on 
these enterprises at wages that insure them 
comfort during the winter, while the lines 
cannotfail to be of the utmost permanent 
benefit to here ofore neglected regions of 
Ireland. Butthe wor on these railways does 
not do away with the pressinuw need for relief 
In the places where the potato crop was a 
failure and other crops insignificant. 

Balfour departed i Dublin to-day feeling 
confident that his land purchase bill, which 
bas already passed a second reading, will 
become a law before the Irish party 
bas finished quarreling. The Liberals 
denounce this bill as an infamous 
swindie. Under the Ashburne act nine Irish 
landlords pocketed $5,000,000 by the land pur- 
chase act. About $150,000,000 more will be 
spentin this manner. ‘ihe lundliords want to 
sell. As they are unable to find purcnas- 
erathe Government providesa purchaser in 
the British law power. 

Most of the Irish land is mortgaged to 
English insurance companies. They are not 
vetting interest on their mortgages, end will 
not for close because they could not sell the 
land forthe amout of the mortgages. The 
majority inthe present Parliament is due to 
an alliance between the landocrats and pluto- 
crates; the former are represented by Salisbury 
and Balfour, the latter by Goschen. 


The Redcoaistoe Be Withdrawn. 


Fpecia!l Cablegram te the Pesat-NDisvatch. 
LONDON, Dec. 13.—Lord Wolseley, as com- 
mander-in-chief of the military forces in Ire- 
land, has conciuded to withdraw the soldiers 
from small barraexs in remote towns and 


concentrate them in afew large garrisons. It 
mint be supposed thatthe places to be re- 
lieved ef soldiers would hail with delignt 
the departure of redcoated minions 
of English tyranny. But they don’t, On the 
contrary they are all petitioning 
to have the soldiers stay, on the ground that 
the local trade will suffer if they depart. The 
influence, too, of the gentry and the squires 
is in favor ofretaining the officera who add 
some brililancy to the local guatheripgs, and 
who not Infrequentiy wean the Irish Kiri from 
her hatred of the Saxon invader. All the in- 
fluence, however, will net be likely to change 
the views of the War Office and the Com- 
mander-in-chief, and the EKuglloh red coxt 
and Highland Klit will soon disappear from 
rural Ireland. 


Darvitt’s Prediction. 


KILKENNY, Dec, 13.—Mr. Micbael Davitt, in 
an interview this evening, said: Our major- 
ity inthe North Kilkenny election will cer- 
tainly be 1,500, and possibly 2,000.

SKELETONS AND MUMMIES, 


A Docter’s Curious Discovery in a Texas 
Mound,

skeletons, some mummified bodies, curiously 
carved stones and cunninely devised war im 
plents. The discoveries have been made 
in a rocky mountain on the waters of 
Clear Creek and were made by Dr. Fear« 


ef Era several years ago, who kept the secret 
of his discovery from the public until he had 
the subject thoroughly investigated by a 
scientist, which was done the first of the 
present week by Prof. Ashley of Springfield, 
111 


The professor refuses to be interviewed on 
the results of his investigation, but n Is 
known thathe filled two iarge boxes with 
the relics and shipped them to Springfield. 
He stated, however, that he would return 
shortly and makea further and more thor- 
ough investization of the costents of the 
mound and its ancient catacoinbs, It is gen 
eraliy believed that the spot was at one time 
an Iudian burying ground. Public curiosity 
is thoroughly aroused over the mystery. Tune 
matter will be investigated fully in a short 
time,*when it is expected that many startling 
discoveries will be developed.

The Re- 
publicans, by the removal of duties from 
suger, tes and coffee, and by the increase of 
pensions, bave made a tar- 
iff impossible. The amount required 
sor pensions is 80 great that the revenue be- 
ing reduced by tne withdrawal of duties on 
sugar means that there will bea great de- 
ficit which will have to be met. It will not be 
pussibie to reinpose the sugar 
duties, nor is the abolitien 
of the pension system posible. 
Not more than gne-third of the Democratic 
Congressmen would vote for that. The in- 
come tax will be the next step, aad the im- 
position ot the burden upon the people 
direct will bring about the single tax. It WII 
be tried first locally and in some of the West- 
ern States—possib'y Kansas—where the users 
of the land are in the main not owners.’’ 

THE SINGLE TAX LIMITED. 

Mr. Shearimun explained that he was a sin- 
gie taxer limited, that is he Delieves in takin g 
oply so much ofthe rental value ot land as 

ii be suficientfor the expenses of the Gov- 
ernment. The single taxers unlimited be- 
liev@ in taking allot the economic rent for 
the community. 

On thie Mr. Shearman said: There would 
probably be little difference e between us, so 
lar as the practical applivation goes. Ina 
theory there is an important differ- 
ence. It probable that the 
singie be put into effect 
suddenly; it will come very gradualiv, but 
suppose that it was to be putinto effset to- 
morrow. I have gaicuiated that municipal 
and State revenues would be almost trebied. 
Now suppose they were only doubled, don’t 
you see what the result would be among 
the aldermen and lexisiatome? Perhaps you 
have a better article out here, but ours are 
corrupt now. They would squander this im- 
mense sum ot additional revenue, and the 
squanderiug would not be the only wrong 
dune. Think of the corrupting influence 
of the expenditure of that money by those 
legisiators. We have a fair example 
of the corrupting effect of the lavish expea- 
diture of public money in the operations of 
the pensivn system. Because pensions 
paid to widows of soidiers cease when those 
widows take new husbands, there have been

living immorally with men. They would not 
marry because in sodolug they give up their 
pension, They have entered intoand main- 
tained this immoral telation simply to retain 
that little Litof money the Government pays 
them as the widows of dead soidiers.’’ 

Mr. Shearman said, rewarding the recent 
withdrawal of Henry Georwe from the Stan- 
dard (which is largely backed with Mr. Shear- 
mans money): ‘* There will be no change in 
the comduct of the paper. You'll bardiy 
notice the change, except that Mr. George 
Will not write for it weekly. Mr. Croasdale 
bas been the editor for a year or more and 
wiil continue in that position. The principal 
reason forthe change was that Mr. George 
wanted to be relieved of the necessity of 
of writing something every week. He will 
only write for it now when he chooses.’’ 

Mr. Sbearman is quite well off and has 
opened his pocket book often to sustain the 
cxuuse in which he is deeply interested. His 
especial preference is for the statistical side 
or sort of arzument, and he is quoted as aa 
authority as to bis figures by tne faithful.

IE United States Senate 

opens this year with two 

eiu grown babies. These 

are the twin Senators 

from the new State ef 

Wyoming. They are both 

bright fellows and they 

promise well. Senators 

Carey and Warren are of 

the same age, both were 

born in the East, both 

have made money in 

Western at ck raising, 

and both come from the 

mig oho capital of the new State, 

LILIU Cheyenne. Senator Carey 
has a good standing here asa Territorial Del- 
exate. He has served five years in Congress 
and he is as straightas a string and as brivht 
asa button. He has studied the machinery of 
Congressional legislation and be goes into the 
Senate well equipped for his duties. 

The most interesting of the new Senaters, 
hewever, isGov. Warren. He is entirely new 
to Washington, and his only political service 
has been as Governor of Wyominsg Territory, 
Mayor of Cheyenne and as one of the leading 
politicians of his section. He isa mun witha 
a history and his life bas been typically 
Awerican. His father was a Massachusetts 
farmer who believed that all the 
learning 1 boy needed was com- 
prise d in the mastery of the 
three R’s, ‘‘readin, rigin, rithmetic.-’ When 
young Warren was 13 years old he had 
to a certain extent mastered these and he 
wanted more schooling. His father told him 
that if he got it he would have to earn it, and 
he let ulm have hie time for himself. From 
that age until now, Warren has made bis own 
living. He gota good education by working 
inthe summersand geing to school in the 


winters, and the most of bis lessons were 
studied by the li:htofatallow dip away up 
under the roof in bis attic room in die 
grandfather's house where be bDosrded. He 
had progressed well in hie acadvmical studies 
when the war broke out and he was at this 
time about 16 yeure cia. He wanted to enlist 
at once, but bie father sent him word forbid- 
ding itand saccordingto the lane of Massa- 
chusette he hud to be considerably older be- 
fore he could go without bis fathor’s consent. 
lie was under contractto work for his master 


until 


HE WAS 18. 

Buton bis eighteenth Lirthday, the 23d tof 
June, 1862, he came in to town with a load of 
chers, determined to go tothe war. There 
was a meeting inthe town hall that night for 
recrulis, and Senator Warren telle me that 
when he went in he saw his father there and 
be was afraid ne might prevent his en! ist- 
ment. He was also buck ward becnuse a bounty 
of $160 had been offered fer volunteers and 
he feare dit would be thought he twen into 
the army forthe bounty. When the request 
for recruits wus made, however, he found 
biweelt on bis feet before he knew it, and as 
he etarted up forthe tront,bis father stood 
by his side and took his arm ald walked with 
him, saying that be had not wanted him to go 
before; but that hne wasa man new, and he 
had contidently expected to find him here 
and that be went with his consent and bis 
biessing. 

So young Warren started out to battie. He 
was only ip service ebout a year and had been 
offered a commission when sickness drove 
him home to Massachusetts. He had there 
fora time charve of the largest dairy farm in 
that partof the country and was making a 
high salary for New England woen be decided 
to go West.

AFTER TWENTY.FIVE YEARS. 


A Kentucky Murderer Gets a Life Sentence 
ter Killing a Whele Family. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky-, Deo. 13.—At Vanceburg, 
Ky., to-day John Biyew wa sentenced to the 
Penitentiary for life for the murder of a fam 
ily of four colored people near that place in 
August, 1886. There were six in the family of 
Jack Foster and Bivew haeked all to 


death except the two youngest children. 
Foster was found lying upon a bed with 
twenty-one cuts upon him. Near him was 
his wife, with six gushes on ber head and as 
many on her back. Irn another bed in the 
sume room was found Foster’s mother 
with her head split in two. A trail 
of blood led to the house of Fred Nichols, 
200 yards awny, and there Richard Foster,a 
lua of 16, was dying of two deep gashes in his 
bead, He was able to tell who the wurderers 
were, but died the next duy. 

One of the children, a littie girl, bad a gash 
on her head, but recovered, She was only 
4 years old then, and so under the law could 
not testify at the trial. Biyew’s accomplice, 
George Kennard, was tried in 1876 and sent 
to the penltientinry for life. He was sf. 
terward pardoned by Gov. Blackburn: 
Blyew broke jail in 1873 aiteritwotrials. He 
sarved five yerrs n the regular arn y, and, 
going to New Orleans, married a wealthy 
widow. He came back to Vanceburg last 
March and was captured. 

His wife and step-daughter came to bim 
and bave done everything in their power for 
him. At bie ret trial in the Federal Court he 
was sentence d to bang, but the United States 
Supreme Court decided that the Federal 
Ceurt had not jurisdiction in the case; in the 
other trial the jury hung, one being ler ac- 
quittal. The trial has cost the State $25,000.

His ordinary bearing is 
that of a quiet and studious teacher of men, 
with a mind calmly indifferent to many of the 
trials and temptations of life, and he is 
probably the last of ali the rabbis in 
St. Louls who would be accused of heed- 
legsly stirring up scandalous gossip and mali- 
cious smalltalk. When Dr. Sale appeared in 
the pulpitof Sbaare Emeth yesterday worn 
ing it was evident to bis congregation tLat the 
young’ rabbi’s mind was unwontedly agi- 
tated. His face was more pule than usual, 
and in his biack eyes there gleamed a light 
strangely at variance with thelr usual calm 
thoughtfulness. Throughout the sermen 
these indications of amind preoecupied re- 
mained apparent, but the congregation of 
Shaare Emeth were kept in ignorance of the 
reaton untilthe sermon had come to an end. 

A STORY ABOUT A RABBI. 

Then inafew graphic words Dr. Sale drew 
for his listeners the picture of a rabbi, a 
„teacher of the Jewish church, From time 
immemorial, far older than the days of the 
old prophets, whose inspired writings now 
form the Hebrew Bible, the rabbi had been the 
chosen of the flock whose spiritual 


welfare be was responsible for as the ac- 
cepted guardian. Electedi a ralbi or teacher 
because of his learning, with unimpeachable 
character alike, the ‘rabbi occupied a 
peculiar ecclesiastical position. He was 
responsible to no eartbly authority for his 
teaching. There was no chureh power 
above him. He was the indepentendent 
shepuerd of his flock, and he became the 
shepherd because of the faith bis people 
hed in big purity «nd Integrity of soul. Take 
from the Rabbi, by whatever means that 
spotiess reputation which has always been 
the possession of the occupant of a Hebrew 
pulpit, and he is no longer a rabbi. His 
character and hig people's confidence in it 
were what constituted the rabbi. 
SHOULD BE ANSWERED. 

After this significant introduction Dr. 
Sale continued In a low tone the tiread of his 
evidentiy a,itated thoughts. Only recently, 
he said, a St. Louls morning paper bad puab- 
lished 1 sensutional story attack- 

the moral character of a 
St. Louis rabbi, whose name 
was not aives by the paper in the boidust 
terms. A disgraceful secount of the said rab- 
bi’s sinful relations witha widowed lady of 
his congresatlon was given with all the 
pliaboration possi! le to such 4 
theme. The published article in 
question had doubtless gone brood- 
cast over the country, carrying its shameful 
charges against the teacher of a Jewish tem- 
ple. Sofurthe story had not been refuted 
and if allowed to die out as now threutene f 
it would do so ass a charge unanswered, an 
assault unresisted by any Jew, 

A REFEOCTION UPON ALL. 

As the story stood Dr. Sale said, it con- 
tained an attack upon the moral character of 
every Rabbi in St. Louis, because the charges 
made were against a nameless rabbi, whose 
identity Was to be determined 
according to the fancy of the 
reuder of the story alone. It was 
an attack upon the Jew,net oniy in St.Louis, 
but throughout the country, for it attacked 
that most sacred thing, the reputation ofa 
rabbi. Should such a story, with its anony- 
mous sintul central figure, de allowed to re- 
main unanswered by the Jewish people? 

It may easily be imagined thut Dr. Sale’sre- 
marks upon this deiicate subject created a 
decided sir among his hearers in the Temple 
Shaare Emeth. But the quiet little speech 
thus delivered atthe close of a Sabbath ser- 
mon was only the beginning of a movement 
in Hebrew circles calculated to answer most 
conclusively the closing question ofthe ad- 
dress. 

HAVE PREPARED A CARD. 

Yesterday efternvon, the close of the 
Hebrew Sabbath, a card was prepared which 
at once begun its round of the St. Louls 
rabbis, accompanied by a request for 
sigmature. The card was. addressed to 
the editor of the merping paper which 
had published the story alluded to by Dr. 
Sale, and read as follows: 

‘‘prn—In* your issue of the 
gave publicity to a rumor 
pugens the character of one 
rabbis of the city. Inasmuch 
as you do not fasten the 
scandal upon any one Rabbi, it attached to all 
alike. A teacher of morals, especially in the 
Jewieh pnipit, having no eccesiastical author- 
ity above him, has absolutiy no other 
ground upon which to stand than 
that of his moral integrity and 
purity of character. Upon this alone rests 
bis influence in the congregation, and H you 
take this from him, or put a single stain or 
biot upon it, you have undermined his posi- 
tion and destroyed his usefulness. 

By permitting the scandal to go abroad 
anonymously vou have leut the powerful aid 
of your organ in attainting the character of 
the Jews here and elsewhere, 
snd we ask of Hou, in a spirit 
of justice and fairness to the 
Rabbis of the city and tothe cause which we 
represent, that you either put a disclaimer 
upon the rumor tnat you baye been lustru- 
mental in spreading, or that you fasten it 
upon the one individual whom you bad in 
view, thereby indicating all orall but one.“ 

This curd, which is intended to bear the 
signature ot every Rabbi iu St. Louis, will be 
presented tothe editor of the paper which 
published the story this afternoon, The 
Rabbie will then silently awaitthe result af 
thie frat effort to remove the stain cast upon 
them individually and asa body by the story 
in question.

This case is inti- 
mately connected with the Hennessy ass 4- 
sination, us two ofthe accused assassins uf 
the Chief of Police were the par- 
ties supposed to have been shot 
by the Provenzano crowd. Hennessy 
was an important witness in this case which 
had been tet for trial the week following that 
in which he was killen, and itis alleged that 
he was kil ed by the Matranga gang becxuse 
his testimony would have cleared the Proven- 
Zanos, established Matrangaas the chief of 
the Mafia in New Orleans and 
implleated those now charged with hie as- 
sassination, in the various blackmaliing, 
robbing and murdering schemes perpetrated 
by the Sicilians in the past few years. The 
interest ln the coming trial, therefore, is séc- 
ond only to that in the Hennessy case itself.

The Prompt Arrival of Troops Prevents 
. Serious Treuble, 


CaMP ON CHEYENNE River, Dee. 13.—As 
stated in these dispatches of the lith, your 
correspondent left Rapid City yesterday 
morning with Companies BE and G of the 
Sixth Cavalry, Col. Perry commanding. The 
Indian war of the winter of 1890 and 189] was 
inauguratea not more than three hours 
ago. After driving off the settlers, 
running off the stock and robbing the 
houses of all the rancbers cnrronneing 
our present camp on three sides, th 
outiaws returned three days ago and have 
been using Jack Daly's ranch es a cofrrei, 
driving into his pastures the horses the 
stole from other ranches. They return 
across the Cheyenne each night and shortiy 
after noon to-day when about twenty of them 
returned to Daly’s Rane they found twelve 
settiers in the house, 

The settiers opened fire, killing one Indian. 
The Indians returned, the fire, but did nos 
wound any of the whites, sand then 
made tracks across the Cheyenne. 
Had it not been for the arrival of the troops 
here thie afternoon, the ranchmen say the 
Indians would undoubtedly have returned in 
large numbers to-morrow. As it is tne situa- 
tion is decidedly critical, and we may have «a 
fight any time.

GOING 10 RE-BUiLD. 


A Case ef Must on the Part ot the Catholic 
Orphans’ Board. 


The Catholic Orphans’ Board has decided to 
rebuild the institution under ite ¢harge, and 
in fact, bas already purchased the ground 
and collected a portion of the fund required 
for putting up the new bulldings. A commit- 
tee has been appointed to canvass the city for 
subscriptions and it will begin the can- 
vases directly after the holidays. The present 


buildings were erected half a century aon 
and are sadly deficient in all the modern oh- 
venlences Thereisn’ta bath room or bDaat- 
tub in either stitut lon and no way of bees 
ing the bulidings except by open fire placer 
or stoves. Ot course there are no hot watin 
pipes, as euch things were not thought of go 
St. Louls fifty years ago, and all hot water 
must be carried in paile and buckets from tue 
kitchen. Allofthe laundry werk has to be 
done in a primitive way and the old fashioned 
wash tubtakes the place of the improved 
washing machine. The buildings when first 
erected were intended to accommodate at 
the most only 250 children, but for a number 
of years dbublie hat number haye been 
crowded into them and they 
now contain over 500 orphans. An 
orphan aeylum sheouid have specially 
fitted apartments fer children afflicted with 
contagious Uiseases,but no such arrangement 
wus ever made bere, and if any contagious 
disease should break out at St. Josepl’s Asy- 
jum, for exam the probabilities are that it 
would spread throughout tbe institution, as 
the sick cyuld net be separated from the well. 
Portions Of the buildings are in a fearful 
state of repair, being,in fact, scarcely habita- 
bie, andthe report ofthe asylum physicians 
absolutely demands the erection of new 
bulidings for the health ofthe ehildren and 
the Sisters. The bulidiags have been on fire 
several thmes, but fortunately the 
blaze was always discovered be- 
fore it bad made much head- 
way, and was extinevished without much 
difficulty by the Fire Department, and tothe 
credit of the sisters It should be added that in 
euch periods of excitement they have always 
succeeded in preventing a panic among the 
children. Between eiyht and ten thousand 
orphan children have been taken cure of by 
the Catholi¢ Orphans’ Board and not only 
clothed, fed and eheltered, but also 
given a good education, and in the 
adinission oi children no distinction is made 
on religious grounds, Protestant as well as 
Catholic children being admitted. Forty of 
the children now being cared for are non- 
Catholic, and the number at times bas been 
much larger. These institutions are entirely 
dependent on the charity of the public, 
having no other means ofsupport.

RAILROAD NEWS. 


The Western Agreement Only a Biufi—Mas- 
coutah’s New Road. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 13.—The meeting to con 
sider the proposed agreement among the 
Western railroads will be held at the resi 
Gence of J. Pierrepont.Morgan to-morrow 


Tne preliminary agreement which was form- 
ulatea by Jay Gould bas been signed by all the 
roads Invited to become partiesto it, except 
the Chicago & Alton. It is as follows: 

It Is proposed to form a new association 
to succeed the present several associations 
West of Chicago and St. vis. The new 
associatf: n is to embrace all of the roads west 
of St. Louis and Chicugo to the Pacific Ooast; 
the new association to continue not 
lees tnan five years; to have one general 
manager or commissioner, with such asseist- 
antsasmay beuagreed upon or found neces- 
sary. The association shall take upon itself 
the making of through and competitive 
tariffs, the management of competetive busi- 
ness, the conduct of outside agencies for pro- 
curing it, the routing of it over the respectiye 
roads of the members of the association in 
such amount, manner and proportions as may 
be agreed upon between the members of the 
association. A sufficient quantity shall be 
contained inthe agreement as to prevent re- 
bates or deviations irom the regular ra es. 

During the period nemed the members of 
said association shall desist from the oon 
struction of any new raliway lines that might 
compete in the territory or with the business 
ot another member of the association—at least 
without the consent of the other parties to be 
affected. 

A board of arbitration shall be named, to 
whom ail questions shall be finally referred 
for arbitration where the parties cannot agree 
as between themselves. Ail otber associations 
now covering the ifferent parts of the terri- 
tory named shall be abolished or made sub- 
ordinate to the pew association. 

The selection of the commissioner and as- 
sistants to manage this association shall be 
made by the presidents of the several roads 
composing the asseciation and shall require 
a two-thirds vite of the members. 

»The association herein contemplated isto 

enter into an agreement with the Central 
Traftic Association and the Trunk Line Asso- 
Clution in such manner that each association 
shall, within its respective territory, co-oper- 
ate for the mutual enjoyment of the whole. 
' Any road in the territory of either of these 
associations that shail refuse to conform to 
the ruſes of the parties thereto, or to become 
members of the association, shall be excluded 
from ali participation in the advantages of 
the association.

Liviagstou.e had remained 
in Africato continue bis labors there, «nd 
only his remains were brought back to Eu- 
giand, where they were laid at rest in West- 
minster Abbey. Among the- prominent men 
who stood by his bier was Stanley, and at 
that time be vowed to complete Livingstone’s 
work and solve the mysteries of the Congo.

The powerful 
stream, which annually at stated times 
broke the bondage of ite shores—a stream ap- 
parently coming from Southern desert lands 
seemed to the scientists of that early period 
agrand and indissolubie miracle of nature, 
which the most prominent pbilosopbers of 
all ages, since the beginning of 
GEOGRAPHICAL SCIENCB, 

bave striven to unravel. In the fifth century 
before Christ Heroditus gathered some infor- 
mation about the sources of the Nile, without 
coming to any defhnite conclusion. Two 
hundred years later Eratostbenes declared 
that the Nile sprung from the lakes way in the 
South of Africa, and this opinion was further 
substantiated by the statements which 
Ptolomaeus made on the subject. According 
te information received by him from Arabian 
merchants, the Nile springs from the northern 
slopes of the Mountains of the Moon. Soath 
ofthe equator six smalier rivers discharge 
into two lakes lying east and west from each 


other, and from each of these lake issues a 
fork, the two uniting a short distance north 
ofthe equator. A third and smaller lake lien 
in anortueasterly direetion trom the other 
two, immediately on the equxtor, and this 
feeds the Biue River, or the Abyssinian Nile. 

Tools was the oonciusion geographical 
science had reached during the second oen- 
tury after Cbrist—a statement in regard to the 
sou'ces of the Nile which in the main was 
correct and which has been verified by the 
untiring efforts of the explorers of the present 
century. ‘The discovery of tbe southwestern 
sources of the Nile isthe grand gevugrapbical 
total of Stanley'e last expedition—the final 
solution of avn-enigma which bas puzzied the 
world for twenty-four centuries. 

The cbildhbood and youth of the Bis- 
marck of Africap exploration, as the late 
Dr. Petermann called the famous e- journal 
ist, is shrouded in darkness. It is not def- 
nitely known on what day of the munth be 
was born, nor even in What year, und bis 
original name is also a matter of dispute. 
Stanley first saw the licht of day ip the little 
town of Denbigh, in Wales, in May, 1840, as is 
yonerally reported, and tue name to which he 
answered was James Rowland, or John Kow- 
land. Squulor and poverty were his 
fret companions, At the age of 8 
he was taken to the County Aims- 
House of St. Asaph, where he received a good 
education. Atfirst he determined to follow 
the career of a tencher, but abandoned that 
plan and, for some reason not stated, he 
shipped to New Orleans as a cabin boy. Here 
youpna Rowland found employment witb a 
merchant named Staniey, who adopted him, 
and the young man exchanged hie own name 
for that of hie new parent. The elder Stanley 
died at the beginning of the secession, and, 
as be left no will, Stanley was forced to enter 
the Sou bernermy. He was taken prisoner 
and assigned to the wmaripe service 
of the Usited States, during which service he 
was promoted to be an eue gu on the oruise: 
Ticonderoga. Atthe close of the war in 1865 
Stanley traveled throuxh Turkey and Asia 
Minor in the cnpacity of a newspaper corre- 
spondent. In 1868 he accompanied the Eng- 
lish army to Abvesinia inthe interest of the 
New York Herald, and in 1869 we hear of bim 
again in spain, whither he had gone to watch 
and report the progress of the Sparish revo- 
lution. Hise book on ‘*Greece and Its His- 
tory,’’ which be wrote without a trace of

was at ite height; when Englishmen, French- 
men, Germans and Portuguese flocked to the 
Dark Continent, andthe Beigian King gener- 
ously headed that enterpri-ing movement. 
While recuperating in Switzerland from the 
lis of his long journey Stauley received Leo- 
pold II. “e proposalto mak that splendid 
river, the Congo, which pierces the heart of 
Atrica, tributary to the service of the world’s 
commerce. It is still freshin the memory of 
all how Stanley followed tbat river, this time 
from the West, establishing commercial and 
trading stations along the way, constituting a 
Government, laying out roads and founding 
thatformidabie and independent territory, 
which we describe onthe chartof Africa as 
the Congo Free State. Surely deeds enough 
for one man to have accomplished in the 
brief space of ten years. 

But he bas done more than that, and his 
last grand and daring exploit, the deliverance 
ot Emin Pasha, bas wound freeb laurels and 
new glory around the brow of the men who 
stands pre-eminent among the world’s ex- 
piorers and who has carried tothe finish the 
work of which the ecientists of the beginning 
of our era dreamed enthusiastic dreams. 

On Jan. 21, 1887, he left England avain for 
Zanzibar, where he gathered the members of 
his expedition. His name aud former success 
were ample bond for the favorable issue of 
this new enterprise. The history of this latest 
expedition and the controversies which have 
arisen in regard to it, have of late been so 
thoroughly ventilated in the newspapers that 
l re/rain from repeating a detailed description 
of them. 

Good general tbat he is,Stanley always cov- 
ered bie retreat, the first principle which gov- 
erns the strategy of war. Had he been an 
older man, he would perhaps have chosen 
more wisely in regard tothe officer whom he 
placed atthe head of bis rear column, but 
that la the only biame which Can attach to 
Stanley, and 

FAIR-MINDED PEOPLE 
will not even blame him for that. 

After a march which lasted more than five 
months through the dense primeval forests of 
Airica, that compare only with those of Bra- 
gil, and proved a veritable llungerland te 
Stanley and his men, the dauntiess leader an- 
nounced to his followors on the 18th of De- 
cember that they might prepare for the sight 
ofthe Albert-Nyanza. This announcement 
was received with incredulity, but so well bad 
bis master mind calculated the distances in 
this strange untrodden land that very soon 
alter a precipitous descent from the table- 
lands there spread before the remnant of his 
crew the biue surface of that magnificent 
busin of water, Wich forms one of the great 
reservoirs of the Nile. 

The geographical discoveries, which Stanley 
made on his way from the Congo to Albert- 
Nyanga are important ones. The vast extent 
ofthe prineval forests of Central Africa was 
made knownu;the Arumimi River, which is 
knowo under another name by every African 
tribe, proved te be a water-way.of 850 miles, 
naviwvable in ite center course. Ite main fork 
from the North was discovered, the equally 
powerful Nepoko. From the Aibert-Nyapga 
Stanley beheld in the southeast the mighty 
mountain-maes Kuwensori, whose summit is 
covered with spow to a depth of 1,000 feet, 
with a height of over 15,000 feet, another 
tromendous snow-fleld immediately on the 
equator. 

As for the inbabitants of the Dark Continent, 
Stanley has definitely settied the question of 
the Wambutti and the Batua, that race of pig- 
mies of which Homersang and Schweinfuarth 
brought the first tidinus. They were believed 
to be a tribe of nomad buntersalso found in 
the southern basin of the Congo. Stanley 
however, passed at least 150 villages of these 
pi mies, and felt bitteriy their cleverness in 
the ‘ine of arrew-shooting. 

Bide by side with the gloemy forests of 
Uregga, with which Stanley bas made us ge- 
queinted on bis fret Congo tour, stands the 
torest of the Aruwim!. In one of hig letters 
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inonheys aad the cry of the birds; now and 
then a herd of elephants that vanishes 
instantly in the depth of the forest, 
or one of those ugly - faced —— lurking in 
the thleket and sending his polsoned arrow 
into our mids , or some athietic native stand- 
ing before us with raised spear, like an image 
of stone, gazing mutely after us as we march 
along. Pouring rain, a miserable miasmatic 
atmosphere, and then the night, that eternal 
nigbt ofthe primeval forest that throws its 
foids around us like a giant mantic. That is 
the scene of our existence for five long 
months. 

It has been repeatedly charged by those be- 
lieving themselves acquainted with African 
conditions, that on his former expeditions 
Stanley refrained purposely from torwarding 
news and information about himself and his 
progress; but such men as Schweinfurth, W. 
Junter and Gerhard Kohblfs repudiated these 
statements atthe time by sayin: that there 
was nothing strange in tie face that an African 
explorer should not be heard from for sev- 
eral months under the prevuiling state of 
affairs. 

Dr. Pechuel-Loesche, Stanley’s most prom- 
inent censor, has questioned many of bis re- 
ports published in his former work, ‘‘The 
Congo and the Congo Free State, in a series 
of open letters, which he addressed to the 
greatexplorer. But wulle he charges him 
with descriptions at once faulty and bordering 
on the sensuxtional, he does pot refrain from 
yielding to him just tribute for hie dauntiess 
darlag in uncertaking an expedition, which 
in point of distance truversed is the greatest 
known to clyllizition, outside of the much or 
little it may have accoinplished! in laying at 
the feet of the world the promised wealth of 
Central Africa. In the annals of human 
knowledge and science Stunley’s expedition 
stands withouta peer, for it has crowned the 
labors of thousands of years and lilted the 


last vell from the source of the Nile.

History is by no 

means agreed 

about the cher 

acter ofthe Lion 

ofthe North. He 

has been alternately described as a hero and 

a hypocrite, a savioranda bandit. His pur- 

pose is not known and perbaps never w ili be; 

whetherthe preservation of Protestantism, 

the crown ofthe Holy Roman Ewp!ire or the 

more modest object of the commercia! free- 

dom of the Baltic, cannot be determined from 

any documentary evidence. Nevertholess, 

Gustavus Adolphus inthe popular imagina- 

tion is the hero of Protestantism, and it is 

not probable that investigation or criticism 

can shake his title to a place in the list of 
heroes. 

The period of the Reformation is interest- 
ing, not only because of a revolution of relig- 
don, but also because of a revolution in com- 
merce, both of which were produced by a 
revolution of thought, or rather a revival of 
thought. Beforethe invention of printing, 
thought was scanty, because it wascostiy and 
low cared to devote much time to a pursuit at 
once costiy and of little value, as value went 
in those days. But, as often happens,chains of 
Unrelated events converged to a point and out 
of the voyages of Portuguese adventurers, 
whereby trade became oceanic, the iuvention 
of printing, whereby thought became the 
common property ot mankind, and the de- 
nunciation of clerical corruption by Martin 
Luther, leading to an examination of the 
foundations of clerical authority, out 
of all these came Sweden’s interest 
in all Eurepean questions. The 
old trade rou'es were destroyed and the na- 
tions that lived upon the ocean became the 
inheritors of commerce. Sweden first entered 
European politics as a claimant for equal 
right in the navigation of the Baltic and there 
were some Swedish statesmen who held that 
Gustavus’ real mission was only to maintain 
Swedish commercial rights. But whatever 
his original intentions were the momentum 
gained ip movement wastoo strong for him 
and he became the chosen champion of the 
Protestant cause, chosen to stem the tide uf 
the Catbolic reaction which promised to re- 
unite Kurope in one faith under the domlus- 
tion of ihe Pope. 

Born ip 1594 Custavus Adolphus was only 17 
years old when lhe ascended the throne of the 
Vases and took a piace ulmost immediately us 
the foriorn hope of Protestantism. All eyes 
were turned toward the young monarch who 
firatsnw that All wars in Europe hang to- 
gether.’’ involved at the outset of his career 
in a dyoasty quurrel with his kineinan, 81216 
mund of Poland, be early foresaw the coming 
struggle. 

THE MILITARY DIFFICULTIES 

which confronted the Swedish King were not 
reuter thanthe diplomatic. Germany wa- 
Europe in miniature aod Gustavus could 
never command tthe earnest loyaity of the 
Protestant States, who usually went with that 
party whicn bad at the time an army close 
to their yates. His career in Germany 
Was not a long one. Ail of his campaigns be- 
fore 1630 were bo more than maneuverings for 
position. On the 19th of Muy of that year he 
bade farewell to the Swedish estaies end coin- 
mended his little daughter totheircare. For 
two vears and « half he pursued a meteor-iike 
course and laid down his lite atthe battie of 
Luizen in 1682. ‘* ‘Cousin,’ said the king to 
Duke Fraucis, ‘help me out of the saddle, for 
lam sore burt.’ They turred and a musket 
ball atruck the king in the back. He fell {rom 
the saddle. Up rode the currassiers and de- 
manded the mame of, the fallen man. ‘lam 
the King of Sweden,’ he replied, ‘who do 
pealthe rel gion and liberty of the German 
Nation with my blood.“ The horse- 
men drove their ewords again and 
again into the breast of the dying 
wan and mortally wounded the faithful page. 
Then they stripped and plundered the body 
and rode off. But the cause of Protestantisin 
was already won. The Catbolic reaction was 
stopped, and sithough the Swedes failed to 
bold all they had won the results attained 
were not the less secure and lasting.

It is as a hero thatthe author regards 
hissubject. He loves the swedish Lion and sees 
in bim all the virtues of one called to playa 
great part.

Art and Immodesty in The Clemenceau 
Case’’—The Secret of Its Popular Ssue- 
cese—Evidence of Approaching Helidays 
—Carmescita Off the Stage—Attractions 
ef the Week—Musical Events—Coulisse 
Chat. 


em” Tis a bumiliating fact 
* engt the only attraction 
2 which gained pro- 
l nounced financial suc- 
cess in this city last 
week was one whicn 
exploited the unscrupu- 
lous greed of a manager 
E and the immodesty of 
15 an actress. 
In so far as art isa 
mere representation o 
nature, The Clemen- 
ceau’’ case belongs to 
art. Itis impossible to 
question its artistic 
character. It may even 
„ be called a bigh expo- 
nent of that view of art 
which regards it as val- 
uabie for its own sake, and not for any well 
defined lesson it may contain. All art, if it be 
true and faithfulto its model, is valuable. 
But right here enters the question of 
morality and of the worth and dig- 
nity of art which represents the vicious 
or repulsive aspecte of life and nature 
merely for the sake of presenting an accurate 
picture ofthem. It is not worth while to go 
into this discussion with reference to The 
Clemenceau Case, because, after all, the 
morality of all art work mustbe judged by 
the standpoint of theartist or the observer. 
And the standpoint is for the most part de- 
termined by the conventionalities—the habits 
of conduct and thought and the accepted 
standards of etiquette and morality. Ad- 
vanced thinkers may sneer at this view of 
such questions as much as they please, but 
they cannot overcome the facts. Convention- 
alities regulate art and morality as completely 
asthey control clothes and fashions. The 
nudity which is proper in Samoa is shocking 
in civilized communities, and the conversa.- 
tion and condact which would be accepted as 
allowable in Paris would be detestable in 
America. 

This brings ustothe American production 
of Tue Clemenceau (ase. The interest 
which would be centered lu its art in France 
is Oxed upon its immodesty here. What 
is conventional there 19 indecent 
here. lhe temper of the American 
partakes of the English and not of the French 
form. It is sensitive even to prudishness and 
hypocrisy on the subject of morality, as viewed 
from a public standpoint. It shrinks from 
the open admission of vice and while con- 
doning it to some extentin private frowns 
upon it in public. There are advantages on 
both sides of the fence, for the French view 
tends to preserve individual character from 
hypocrisy, but to destroy the purity of soci- 
ety, while the American view results 
im deep-seated hypocrisy, but maintains 
a high ideal of social and personal purity, 
There is hope for the society with an 
ideal of virtue, although it falls short of 
rexnching it, while there is no hope for one 
without. The balunce, therefore, is on the 
side of the American View, und every prot: st 
against the lowering of ite ideal is an evidence 
of progress in its direction. 

he Clemenceau (ase’’ departs utterly 
from this American standpoint by a pi: ture of 
life aud morals abborrent to it and by 
the utterance of sentiments which 
are cither open or covert sneers at all persona! 
chastity. But ls effects are even worse than 
tuts, because it appeals to the baser impulses 
and instincts. The feature which is expected 
to draw is the spectacie of a woman disrobed, 
in which the illusion of nudity is supposed to 
be complete. It is not complete, and the 
spectacie is chaste as compared with some «f 
the lines and situations of the play. 
it may even be considered chaste 
in itself if it were not for the 
elemest which makes it attractive. Miss 
Bigwere le a pretty woman witha pleasing 
form, but there is nothing startlingly volup- 
tuous in her physical outlines andihe spec- 
tacle assbe presents it is little more ofan 
exposure than may beseen in many bur 
lesque performances. ‘The illusion of nudity 
is afarce. It is not the form ofthe woman 
which attracts, but ber Iimmodesty. 
It is a fact that * woman who 
appears AN a wife and as 
a woman of society deudnes herself for a few 
momente in the presence of men and women 
which excites erotic curiosity and draws the 
crowd, 

It is the salacious consciousness of the im- 
modest act of the woman wiiich constitutes at 
once the attraction and the offense ot the 
production. 

It is impossible not to find in this low ele- 
ment, which debDases the actress and corrupts 
the public, an indictment of an enterprise 
which sacrifices decency for money. 

* 
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Few productions have caused more diver- 
sity of opinion than The Seven Ages. The 
comments upon it ranve from unqualified 
condempation to the bighbest praise. The 
balance is largely on the side of praise, but 
that there should be such differences is 
strange. The production certainly does not 
deserve unqualified condemnation, and it 
does deserve considerable praise. roba 
bly one reason for the divergence 
of criticism is found in its noadescript and 
varied character. Its range of inoidents ex 
tends from the depths of grotesquerie to 
what may almost be oalled the height of trag- 
edy. Its theme is the comedy of life in the 
broad sense of the word, its denouement being 
the pathetic dissolution of a human beine in 
the utter decay of all faculties. On this 
warp is woven a little of everything, 
something briuht, something dull, something 
new and something old, good, bad and indif- 
ferent. Aithouubas a bright entertainment 
itis not as taking as ‘‘Adonis’’ it „ ffords 
Dixey a better serious opportunity. His own 
personel work is clever, full of grace and 
artistic neatness. He shows capability for 
genuine comedy in the last act.

The theaters are feeling the combined effects 
of the holiday season and the financial flurry. 
Something at least is injuring business. 
Dixey did well at the Grand, Lut not as well 
as might have been expected. ‘‘A Midnight 
Bell, which made a decided Lit last season, 
shewed light draft last week, and with the 
exception of Haviin’s the other theaters were 
only fairly successful. The dullness may 
chiefly be laid tothe holiday activity of the 
people. ~

John Nerten’s New Theater. 


The new theater which John W. Norton of 
this city and David Henderson of Chicago 
have built in Pittsburg is said to be one of the 
most beautiful theaters inthe country. They 
have given it an attractive name, Tae Du- 
quesne, and it stepped at once into immense 


popularity. j 

Pisteburg bas never had such a theater, and 
it whi compare favorably with euch houses a8 
the Broadway Theater, Nen York City, and 
the Tremont Theater at Boston, or Cht- 
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finest possible advantage, making a theater 
compact and cosy, but at the same time iv- 
ing the enormous seaiing capacity of nearly 
1,900. The theater from the foundation up is 
entirely new, nothing having been left of the 
origina! building. The foundations are sol- 

10 ty built of block stone, luid in clear cement, 
and thirty-two igches thick, The walis rest- 

ing upon these foundations are twenty-eight 

inches thica, and bullt of the best hard brick. 

Ihe proscenium arch wall which separates the 

stage from the auditorium is of the same 

thickness as the outside walls of the bullding, 

with a very heavy wreught ir n box girder 

crossing the proscenium opening. 

The theater is divided into parquet, par- 
— circle, baicony and gallery. The balcony 
is divided into sections, and so is the gallery. 
All of the chairs In the parquet and parquet 
vircle are of cherry, and upholstered in ‘‘old 
gold plush.““ The baicony chuirs are of the 
same material, although not quite so elabor- 
ate in the carving. The geating capacity of 
the house is: Parguet and rene circle, 630; 
balcony, 510, and gallery, „ Making a total 
of 1,890, exclusive of boxes. There are ten 
proscenium boxes, four on the first floor, four 
on the second and two very large family 
boxes on thethird. These boxes are not for 
Ornamentation, but are practical, the «ntire 
stage being seen from any pointin them. The 
boxes sent six people in each comfortably, 
while the third tler bex seats from twelve to 
fifteen people. 

The decoration of the theater is very elabo- 
rate, and at the same time not garish. The 
boxes, fronts of galleries and the foyer are 
eluborately decorated in ‘‘stereo relief com- 
position,’’carried out in 1 Romenesque 
scheme of architecture. The ornamentation 
is dove mostly in representation of old ivory, 
relieved with gold, and the decorative artist 
bas entirely succeeded in escaping from the 
now conventional terra cotta’’ style of 
theatrical decoration. The boxes contain an 
enormous quantity of elaborately carved 
barss work; the rails of the boxes rest upon 
blue piush; so they do on the fronts of the 
balcony. 

The lobby of the theater is decorated in me- 
tallic effects. As you enter from the lobby 
wide staircases on eithor side easily lead to 
the balobnies, and from the foyer on either 
side staircases eight feet wide gently lead to 
the gentiemen’s smoking room and the 
ladies’ parlors; the latter is decorated in 
blues, gold and silver and filled with antique 
furniture and bric-a-brac. In both retiriag 
rooms an elaborate fireplace is placed, in 
which natural gus furnishes the fuel. The 
lobby of the theater is 14 ‘eet wide by 50 feet 
lone, on each end of which fsa box-office 
built im hardwood. The lobby ig tiled in Mo- 

and the name Duquesne iniaid 
center. Between the lobby and 
foyer there is an immense amount of 
stained glass, and the foyer is separated from 
the auditorium by a partition made almost 
entirely of beveled plate giasse, relieved oy a 
small proportion of Venetian colored giuss. 
The theater is lighted by over 1,000 incandes- 
cent lights, and the arrangement of these 
ligbte admirably sets off the delicate and 
artistic decoration of the house. Complete as 
the auditorium is, the stage is even more ao. 
Every appliance has been placed upon it, so 
that any form of dramatic entertalnwent can 
be given perfectly. The curtain opening is 35 
feet wide, the depth of tbe stagej from foot- 
lights to rear wall is 40 feet; the width from 
wall to wall is 75 feet; the width 
between the girdera is 46 feet and the height 
ofthe gridiron is 66. There are three rows of 
foot-lights and border lights; the colors are 
red, white and blue. The dressing-roowm ac- 
commodation has been especialiv looked 
after; there is ample room for the dressing of 
150 people. Inall the rooms there are per- 
manent marbie washstands with hut and cold 
water. They sre furnished with ‘*Moqu~tte’’ 
carpet and the walls are tinted to match the 
carpet. 

There are three curtains; a drapery curtain 
of silk crimson nlusb; a drop curtaio, painted 
by Frank Dangerfield of the Chicagu Opera- 
House, und an asbestus curtain. All „t the 
— nn has been painted dy Mr. Dang 
erfield.

Physical im- 
perfections, if not mental, are bars to an en- 
trance intothe majority of benevolent societies 
but here is one that caters te those whose 
physical defects are the most apparent. 

MUST BE A CRIPPLE. 

Sec. 2 of art. 1 of the constitution is very ex- 
pliciton this point in stating the objects of 
the organization as follows: 

Sec. 2. Its objects are. 1. To unite frater- 
nally all acceptable white male persons, With 
hand, foot, arm or leg gone, between 18 and 
50 years of age. 2. Togiveall possible moral 
and material assistance in its power to its 
members and those depending on them, by 
encouraging each other in business and as- 
sisting each other in distress. 


Art. 3ll says: **The lodge shall have an off 
cial sexl of the deaign, a weeping willow and 
the letters F. B. & C., wbBioh shall be affixed 
to all official documents © papers issued by 
and ander ite authority.“ 

The weeping wiilowisused to denote the 
material which, as a rule, replaces natura! 
limbs, and it weeps for the missing member. 

The initials, F. B. &0.,’’ as explained by 
the one-«rmed informant, stand for Fraterni- 
ty, Benevolence and Cherity. 

Ine officers, as provided by art. 4 ef 
the constitution are already elected, said 
the knivht, and are as follows: Post Presi- 
dent, Willlam A. Dill of East St. Louis, a rail- 
way clerk; President Samuel M. Redburn of 
the St. Louis News Co.; Vice-President, Will- 
lam G. Eepy of the St. Louis Soft Metal Co.; 
M. E. Montgomery, Recording Secretary; J. 
V. Wells, Financial Secretary; Fred Bernum, 
Treasurer; M. J. Murphy, Guide; P. L. Brau- 
ley, Guard, and J. B. Wood, G. J. Harris and 
John Berman, Trustees. All these 
men have either a lee or arm off 
and are the charter members of the society. 
The mode of conducting elections, making 
nominations and installing officers is the 
same asin all lodges, and the duties of the

officers are the same as in other societies of 
this kind. Applications for membership must 
be made through a member aad be accom- 
panied with $2, the initiation fee. The appil- 
cant must be a white male persen of g 
moral churacter, a believerin the Supreme 
Power of the Universe ana competent to earn 
a livelihood for seif and family and must be 
over 18 and under 50 years of age. No persen 
can become a member of this order uniess 
foot, hand, leg or arm is off.’’ 

Can a man with a finer off or short leg 
become a member?’’ was asked. 

No, sir. Paralyzed or crippled men or 
those with one eye out, ear off, hand mashed, 
leg short or back broken, cannot join the 
order. There are several hundred die 
members lu this city as it is, but I dare 
there are several thousand who are — 
but do not come up to our require- 
ments. This is not an organization 
formed for the purpose of taking In every one 
who has some ohyslecal detect. Wedraw the 
line on that class of men who are at a disadvan 
tage in life and have to struggle along with- 
out anarm,a foot, a leg or hand and who 
carry the willow. The duesare very licht 
only $5 per year exoept inthe case of death 
when every member is assessed 31 for funeral 
expenses. When the fund is reduced to 310 
an essessment ot 50 cents will be levied. The 
only salaries are those of the secretaries, 
whose dues are nt collected. When a mem- 
ber becomes sick the Relief Committee will 
visit him and aid him finanolally if necessary, 
and it nurses ure necessary each member of 
the lodge willbe called on in turn to git up 
with the sick man. Anv member refusing to 
perform this work of charity will be fined 50 
cents. Officers of the lodge will also be fined 
it they full to perform their duties.“ 

How many members has the lodge?“ 

„Only thirty at present, but we have only 
begun. We expect to increase the roll to filty 
thie year and will be getting aiong swimmingly 
after the first of the year. There are more 
people crippled than the public is aware of, 
a crippled man is generally indoors and ts 
selldogs en on the street. think we win 
have a membership of several hundred 
this time next year and will be doisg as seu 
work.’’

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From Deimonice’s Chef. 


Ever since the days when a huge boar’s 
head, holding a lemon ia its mouth, was car- 
ried in greatstate along the whole length of 
the immense banqueting ball to grace the 


head of the table atthe Christmas dinners of 
the old feudal barons of Britain, Christmas 
cookery has occupied a large share of the at- 
tention of mankind. There would seem to be 
some strongly kindred sympathy between 
man’s heart and his stomach, for whenever 
the former is tiled with joy one of 
the first things he does 
An the latter with choice 
and thus among all peoples in all countries 
and in all ages of the worid it has been the 
invariable custom to celebrate with a feast 
every joyeus occasion from a holiday toa 
wedding. Far from forming any exception to 
this rule, Christmas, the Kin of ail holidays, 
is also the monarc! of all feast days as weil, 
and bas always surpassed all other occisions 
iu both the quelity and quantity of its good 
cheer. The great treuchers of beef, venison, 
rk and mutton, the turkeys, capons, 
geese, ducks, plum puddings, 
sugar anu honey, and mon- 
bowls of punch and was- 
gail that crowded the Cbhristmastable in the 
baronial hails of old Enviand in the middle 
ages bave exerted their silent influence 
throughout ali the centuries that have passed, 
and that bevigza influence is still felt at the 
present day. 

**Whatshall we have for a Christmas din- 
er? is the question to which many a 
thrifty housewlie, who has invited com- 
pany to dine on the wreatest festival of all 
the year,.is now earnestly seekiny an answer. 
Ot course we must have turkey and mince 
pie, oranges, nuts aud raisins, but what can 
we bave that will be new?’’ To supply the 
answer to this pressing conundrum, which is 
Causing sicepless nights im many a household 
just now, I give the following receipts:

Christmas cottage puddinge.—Take four- 
teen ounces of suet, four ot cur- 
rante, five of sfuar; a pound and a quarter of 
flour, the same quantity of stoped raisins, a 
quarter pound of potatoes smootuls masied, 
hail a nuimed, a quarter teaspoontui of gin- 
ger, the same of salt, and o! cloves in pow.

Roasted Duckling Ss#uce, Chantilly Sund- 
ford—Psei six sour apples, cook them in a 
littie water and then pass them througk a 
sieve. Add two ounces of scraped horse- 
radish. Letit get cold, When ready to serve 
mix with double its volume of whipped creum 
with alittie sugar an. herve cold in a sauce 
tureen. ‘Lhe above is a moet excellent sauce 
to serve with ducks aud geese.

The English Puritags of Oliver 
Cromwell's time insisted that it should be 
led mince, and not Christmas ple, and at 
h positively prohibited its concoction 
ption, devoting a great deal of 
energy to ‘‘putting it down,’’ in 
ory—not a gautronumic—sense, and 
itterly lampooned for their peme by 
atirical poets of the time, one of whom 
s delivers himself:

Yosef Batleure on Plum Puddisg. 


Tomy way of thinking thereis no better 
Christmas dish than plum pudding, and there 
is practically no limit tothe great variety of 
ways in which it may be prepared. It may 


justiy claim one of the oldest places in Christ- 
mas cookery. It was originally known cen- 
turies ago as plum broth or plum pottage, or 
porridge, and it was several centuries in 
evolving itself from those dishes into ite pres- 
ent form of plum pudding. An old cook book 
published in Ediaburxh in 1891 and written by 
a Mrs. Frazer, who announces herself on its 
title page as the only teacher of the great 
art of cookery in the Soottish metropolis, gives 
a recipe for making it, and I dad another in a 
very old cook-book published in Loadon in 
1748 by one John Chesman. Beth of these 
agree in their directions for making this 
famous dish—pium broth, plum pottage or 
plum porridge, all three of these names being 
synonymous terms forthesamedish. Each 
directs that a broth of beef or mutton be first 
made and thickened with brown breed. 
It is then to be thoroughiy 
bolled, during which process certain pre- 
scribed quantities of ralsins,currant~, prunes, 
cloves, mace and ginger are to be added. 
Though once so highly popular as Christmas 
God cheer, this plum-broih is now wholly 
obsolete. For the plum pudding which has 
succeeded it, I think the foliowing recipe, 
recently designed by me, will be found one of 
the very bestextant. Imayadd that it isa 
ereat favorite with the distinguished lady in 
Whose honor I have named it. I cali it 
Christmas Plum Padding ala Mrs. Harrison 
—Take of stoned Malaga raisins six ounces; of 
suet, chopped, six ounces; currants, - ight 
ounces; bread cruinbs, three ounces; flour. 
three ounces; three eggs, a small blade of 
mace, one-sixth ofa nutmeg and same quan- 
tity of cinnamon, all pulverized finely; half a 


four ounces, and a glass of sherry wine. Ad 
one ounce of citron, chopped fine; one 
Orange, cut into small pleces, and candied 
lemon, one ounce. Beat eges and 
spices well together; m the milk with them 
by degrees, then the other ingredients. Dip 
a fine closely spun linen cloth Into bolling 
water and put it in abairsieve. Flour l a 
little, pour in the mixture a tie it up close. 
Put it into a saucepan cont#ning six quarts 
of bolling water, and keep filling it up with 
bolling water as it boils away. Must boil six 
hours at least.

Home-Made Christmas Glaces—Take two 
parts granulated Wer and one part cold 
water in any quantity desired. Stir togetber 
in aseaucepan. Let mixture boll hard with- 
out stirring untila little of it dropped into 
oold water becomes at once as brittie as 
giaes. Then pour into previously 
warmed cups. Drop in white grapes,

The Paraphersalia That the Athlete Em- 
pleys in Fencieg and Pugilism—The Out. 
at ter the Cricketer, Base Ball Piayer, 
Footballer, Strong Man and in the Other 


NLY practical athletes 
know just what modern 
athletic appliances 
look like, and, with a 
view to showing the un- 
Initiated how a few of 
the more important 
tools of the sporting 
craft are used, and their 
appearance when sot 
in use, a description of 
some of the apparatus 
will be found of inter- 
est. 

No fencing expert’s 
outfit iscomplete with- 
out a plastron, mesk 
and glove. In addition 
to these folls, broad- 
awords, fenoing sticks, 

wooden feacing swords and rapiers complete 
the necessary appliances. The glove is a 

gauntiet hand covering, with the back beavily 

padded so as to prevent injury to the hand 

and it often saves the wrist and band from an 
unintentionally severe blow. This glove is 
worn on the right band, the one which holds 
the weapon. The left hand, which is not used, 
is extended up or down, as the exigencies of 
the position in use demand, and according to 
the rules. The mask is what is technically

designated the ear- protecting fencing mask. 
The mask protects the head, neck and ears 
from hard knocks. 

The piastron, or body protector, le worn in 
bouts where the foll or rapier is used. The 
idea is to protect the wearer from hard 
thrasts or knocks, atthe sametime allowing 
him the utmost freedom, which can oaly de 
obtaineddrom athorough confidence in pos- 
itive safety. The tips, or buttons, are whitened 
sometimes in a contest for points, and the 
heart, when touched, plainly shows the 
round imprint of the foll’s end, says the New 
York Sun. The plastron is worn over the 
breast, and extends from the waist te the 
neck, being fastened by astrap belt around 
the waist, andastrap and buckle fastening 
undertherightarm. This is made of heavy. 
padded chamois, tufted so as to give it solid- 
ty.

FENCING APPLIANCES 

for ladies, who have developed marked apti- 
tude forthis exciting sport withinthe past 
few veara, differ but slightiy from the getie- 
man’s, the only noticeable feature being ful- 
ler padded aud more extensive plastrons, 
and atrifie more lightnesa in construction. 

One of the best modes of exercise ever in- 
vented is the heavy striking“ bay. Many per- 
sons indulging in big living, who are cortin- 
ually under tbe care ofaphysician, would 
have no use for the latter’s continued service 
if they would indulge systematically in a tus- 
sie with the heavy punching dar for fifteen 
minutes every day, always, of course, aliow- 
ing proper time for digestion.

The hy me throwisg giove, inflelder’s 
giove and left-hand mitts‘are necessary arti- 
cles. They are made of ivather or heavy 
ehamois, padded on the back and finger tips, 
to protest the digits from injury,.and, while 
they look unwieidiy, are regarded by expert 
ball players as a boo to the protession.

THE SWO D TRICK. 


The Clever Way the sikhs of India Cut an 
Apple in Half—The Secret. 


[Written for the SUNDAY PosT-DisPaTon.] 

The soldiers of the Hindoo tribe of the Sikhs 
are famous for their exceeding clevernes in 
bandling the oword, and one of their tavorite 
tricks is the cutting in two of sn apple while 
resting In the palm oY the hand of a confrere 
without grazing even the skin. I happened 
to witness a very clever performance ot this 


trick by severa! Sikhs, but could not suppress 
my suspicion thatthe thing was based more 
upon a cute piece of deception than the art of 
the performer. Aclose inspection of the two 
balves of the apple co: firmed my supposition 
that the apple bad been cut before it was ever 
touched by the sword. 


Sword Trick of the Sikhs. 

There in in existence a very old artifice, 
which undoubtedly in the course oftime has 
found its way to India, and is made use of b 
the Sikbs for the delegation of their audi- 
ences. The process ie simply the following: 
A fine needle of more than ordne ry lenetb is 
threaded with a strong thread of silk. Benin 
ning at the stem ofthe apple, the needie is 
inserted underneath the paring and a stitch 
about one-half-inch in length ſe made, and so 
on allaround the apple, taking care that the 
needle is passed through the same hole every 
time, from which the thread comes. When 
the apple has been stitched around in this 
manner, the two ends of the thread are caught 
with the fore-flnger and thumb and pulled 
firmly together, so thatthe apple is cut in 
two underneath the paring. ‘the little holes 
oxused by the needie are hardly peroceptibie, 
and cun be nicely smoothed over. After be- 
ing 24 in this way, the appie can be 
cut in halt in the cleverest possible way with 
one stroke of the sword, and this is undoubdt- 
ediy- the method empieyed by the Sikhs in the 
performance of the wonderful triek, which 
astounds their audiences. 8

AND ARE WORTH 330,000. 


Towmfoolery and Expease Which Surround 
an Eeglish Custom That is Little Mere 
Thae a Reminiscerce of the Past—How 
the Dogs are Carried aud the Style and 
Comfort of the Men in Charge.

that is picturesque and 
interesting in the Royal 
Hunt that is now taking 
piace at such intervals 
as peopie can be found 
‘willing to undertake its 
exactions and enjoy its 
pleasures. To be sure the enjoyment is 
mostly fancy, for it is little more than a mock 
chase, if they do have real deer and a pack of 
fine hounds to drive them over the fields. I 
believe there are 120 dogs in the Queen’s 
pack or what may be more properly called 
the Royal pack. For the stag hounds are as 
much a part of the official household as any 
other of its many ‘departments. Years ago. 
the Royal Hunt was avery significant affair 
and was attended with great pomp or show, 
but like all other sports ef the field in this 
country, it has shifted with years into what 
many Englishmen look upon as ua farce. 
Yet, [doubt whether the average Britisher, it 
he were consulted, would consent to dispense 
with the royal kennels, for they are a feature 
of old-time life that seems to them half sa- 
cred. The love of sport is so bred in the bone 
with the English people that they still want 
to keep up all the reminders of those old 
times so many years ago when they had wild 
game to buat, which le no longer the case ex 
cept on some of the ranges in Scotland. That 
is the reason why the Queen keeps her stag- 
hounds and has hunts every fall aiter the 
deer that are pred for the purpose are fit to 
run well. They are tame enough to give lit- 
tle evidence of that delightful sport which 
always goes with the chase after the wild buck 
or doe, but that does not matter if all the 
otber conditions for 
THE ROYAL HUNT 
are satisfactory. 

Ascot isadelightfal part of England and 
lies south about thirty miles from London. 
For thie eld country it is a well wooded re- 
gion with plenty of open fields and many typ- 
ical English scenes uniteto make a day over 
the country a delightiul one, even if dogs anv 
deer were not added to the Tide over the 
fields. Besides beautiful pictures of charming 
country side life a great race course is at As- 


cot, and thoroughbred borses meet covery 
year there ln some of the most famous con- 
tests of the world. There are other surround- 
ings which make itasplendid place for the 
spotted beauties thatare called the Queen’s 
hounds. ‘ibey are bred of the best 
blood and kept well ted and well ex- 
ercised just to perpetuate as old-time 
custom which has been handed dows to them 
many, ve many, generations. If it ig a 
farce new, It is one to which those who pay 
the taxes do not ebject, and I doubt if there 
would not be much dissatisfaction if Her 
Majesty or her Lord Chamberlain should un- 
dertake to dispose of the dogs and discon- 
tinue the royal hunt, which is he id in the fall 
after the leaves begin to tors and the et 
are harvested. Then the farmers do not ob- 
ject to seeing a lot of faucifully dressed ladies 
and gentlemen riding at breakneck speed 
after the fiylug deer, taking a fall now and 
then, while jumping the fences, and getting 
new inspiration from a day of glorious ex- 
ercise. 

It 18 needless to say that the Queen Moos not 
bunt. She never did because of its dangers. 
Nevertheless the royal pack is 
tne same and her friends 
when the weather begias to Ly Aone yee 
ride after the dogs just as though it were the 

t the Adirondacks * > areat 
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acknowledge that they are so. They dislike 
innovations upon old methods and love to 
continue the memories of hundreds of years 
axo. Hence the stag hounds are still kept

ARISTOCRATIC LIFE AS EVER. 


The Prince of Wales does not take part in 
those occasions, and never did take much in- 
terest in chasing the deer. His penchant took 
adifferentturn. Upuntila few years ago he 
kepta pack of hounds, but he sent them only 
after the wily fox, and followed them witha 
Gash that won for him the admiration ofall 
sportsmen. I met the landlord of a quaint old 
hotel in the South of Enuland who sold the 
Frince his dogs, and the old Boniface said 
thatafiner pack never started after a fox. 
But they were sold a few years ago, and since 
the duties of his maturer life crowded upon 
him be bas not owned or followed the hounds, 
but given considerable attention to race 
horses, and bis stable promises to be one of 
the strongest in England, aithough just now 
the Duke of Portland seems to nave the oall 
on the bulk of the luck both in breeding and 
running. 


The Queen's dogs are splendidly boused, 
well fed and carefully cared for by the most 
expert buotamun in England. He Is well 
thought of and regards himself as aman of 
importance in the affairs of the nation. He 
directs the hunt, and in bisgsudy dress of 
green plush, ockey cap, red vest, white 
punts and black top boots he le avery pict- 
tresque character. His whole heart isin his 
business. Llis sole ambition isto have the 
hound in the pink of perfection and well 
trained for what the people who follow them 
callsport, He lives well and many a countr 

entleman ot comfortable means inthe Unite 

tates would be glad to dwellin as good a 
house and have as pleasant surroundings. 
He has plenty of assistants 890 
that his work is not hard and in his 
sphere be is lord and master. He is as tena- 
cious of the rights and privileges of his place 
as any Duke in the Kingdom and witha! is a 
very important personage, People who go 
dow to Ascot in the hunting season pay bim 
a good deal of deference, and his opinion 
about dogs and deer is regarded as authority. 
Besides the nen of all work about him, he 
has two ‘‘whippers-in,’’ who heip him about 
the kennels and do their part in keeping the 
puck together when the chase is on. They 
dress guudily like the huntgman and are a 
prominent part of the Royal hunt. 

There le no more beautiful sight in the 
realm of fun than to look upon a group of 
men and women mounted forthe chase these 
November days. The men are dressed much

I have described, and are spiendidly mounted, 
ihe women wear exceedingly nobby costumes 
in the way of riding babits, each selecting tne 
color which best sults her taste. As a rule they 
are very reckless riders, and it isthe common 
chet of every cireie that they will take as 
many chances if not more than the men. The 
enter into the sport with great spirit, an 
rarely hositate to take any jump in their 
road. For each person in the chase there 
what is called second horsemen, light riders 
from the stables, dressed like the ‘‘whippers- 
in, and they follow the bunt, saving thelr 
borses as much as possible, so that these who 
are engaged in the chase may have a fresh 
aocimai, if their horse tires, or is tuna down.

SHOR Bag, 
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cotton material or ot linen Plain gray linen, 
or 12-cent dress skirt linings in the new 
pretty shades, with designs etched in fine 
linem floss, is very attractive.

Make the back double thirty 
inches long, twenty wide. Sew two lines of 
machine stitching across in three places wide 
enough toencaseathin strip of pine. There 
is nothing nicer for this than the yard sticks 
which some of the wall paper firms use as 
advertisments. One should be placed an 
inch from the top, one In the middie and one 
an inch from the bottom. These will keep 
in shape fiat against the door. The 
ocket should be put on a little 
fulland held in with binding on top and let 
run up well under lap.

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A LAUNDRY BAG . 

A most useful articie isthe large laundry 
bag with a smali pine board between top 
cvxsing to keep fuilness in piace and bag from 
drawing on string orclosing on hand when 
you want to get anything either in or out of 
it. Take three yards of fizured furniture 
calico, cut in three pieces, sew up into a plain 
bag. Make an opening inthe middle of the 
front one half wav down and bind both edges 
of opening with braid all in one piece. 
Baste both top edges of bag together, put on 
red oll calico as you would a false hem. Cal- 
ico should be nine inches wide the length of 
the bags width when ſolde li front on back. 
After patting on oll calico run a stitching 
across three anda hbaif inches from top of 
bag, or one inch from top ef hem. Quill 
this on a pine board 3xll inches. Make tour 
holes in board, two near each edge, 
as shown in cut. Sew red woolen 
braid to back on one end near top

of bag. Bring it through bottom 
hole and covering to front, back through 
upper hole, cross over to top hole on other 
side, bring braid throuvh to front and back 
through bottom hole to back of bag, leaving 
it slack enough to make a banger. These 
can be gotten up for 40 cents, and avery house 
should have half a dozen of them. or one 
make of two leneths the board need not be so 
long. In these days of closet supremacy such 
bags are so useful as scrap bugs and recepta- 
cles for many articles which would otherwise 
be making untidy corners and necessitating 
so much handling for the little they are used. 
By having a number of these, all made of 
quite different material, you can exsily re- 
member where to get what you have placed in 
any one of them. 
CA8E FOR EMBROIDERY SEEINS. 

The little case for embroidery skeins is made

PORTABLE WORK- BASKET. 

The portable work-basket is a most oon 
venient thing for one's trunk to have when 
away from home. It ean be made of satin, 
lace-trimmed at top, or of pretty cotton sat- 
een, wool, china silk or any avaliable mute- 
rial. The inner and outer covering contrast- 
ing is best. Usethe fieured or darker one tor 
the outside. Iwo pieces, each eighteen inches 
in diameter will do—enough scraps will cut off 
to make a little pin ctughion, pocket and 
needie case. Piace between coverings as you 
see them arranged In cut, seven pieces of heavy 
card board. Don’t place side pleces too near 
center plece, as yoo will haveto stitch with 
machine all around each, close to boards. 
This can be done with one continuous sew- 
ing. Place twelve small brass rings or button- 
hole loops made of silk twist at upper side 
odge of each board. Paw in basket shape by 
lacing three quarter yards narrow ribbon 
through these rings.

WERE ALWAYS ENGLISH PARTISANS, 


All Held Fat Offices Under England—All 
Educated in English Schools—His Na- 
tionalistic Tendencies Taught by His 
Mother—His Fatber’s Extraordinary 
Will—The Family Motto, Fellow Things 
Worthy of Tou.“

Charles Stewart Parnell. Thia life of Charles 

Stewart Parnell, by Thomas Sherlock, was 

first published in 1884, issued from the Nation 

oftice, T. D. Sullivan, M. P., proprietor, and 

professes to be drawn from authentic sources, 

part of the appendix being written by the sub- 

ject’s mother, Mrs. Delia Tudor stewart Par- 

nell. This work exhibits an evident anxiety 

to show that C. S. Parnell is descended ma- 

terpaily as well as paternally from ancestors 

who were anti-Engiish and imbued with hos- 
tility to Great Britain. 

It la gravely stated that Mr. Parnell ‘‘has 
In bis veins the blood of men who fought 
against England in tae two wars between that 
country and the United States. His maternal 
ancestry was noted for honest, hearty hate 
ot English oppression and love of domina- 
tlon, and his paternal ancestry was dis- 
tinguished by ‘‘siucere and practical Irish 
patriotism.’’ Though no proof beyond mere 
assertion is eiven of the latter statement, it is 
possible thatthe family of Mrs. Parnell may 


have entertained little love for England, but 


it ig utterly absurd to advance the idea that 
his Irisn progenitors were in sympathy with 
the Emmetts, Sheares, Tones and Fitzgeralds, 
as every record of the Parnell family shows 


sometbing diametrically opposite. 


Mr. Sherlock’s account of the family’s 
settlement in Ireland is erroneous. That they 
came from Congleton in Cheshire, England, 
asstated, is correct, but it is sbsolutely un- 
true to say that Whatever English prejudices 
concerning Ireland they may have had at 
first they soon lost. Onthe contrary, the 
Parnelis were always more English than 
Irish. The sons were sent to England for 


education, and they intermarried with families 
notorious for attachment to Protestantism 
and to the English 

INTERESTS IN IRELAND. 

The work in question says that the founder 
of the Parnell family ia Ireland was 
„One Thomas who came ‘over from Chestire 
about the time of the restoration of the Stuart 
dynasty to the British throne is the person of 
Charles II. Thomas Parnell bought an estate 
in the 8 County and so came by it in 
an honester Way than three-fourths of the 
ancestors of the landed proprietors of Ire- 


In the above statement Sherlock commits 
two errors; there was no British throne until 
May 1, 1707, and the Parnelia were in Ireland 
long defore 1660, the date of restoration, and 
this is indisputably shown by the Liber Mun- 
erum Hiberneae, In the list of officers, sol- 
diers and adventurers who served in the Eu- 
giish army in Ireland previous to 1640 appears 
the names of two Thomas Parnelis and to one 
of these was reserved the sum of £60 8 lld in 
agrantto Lord Massarene under the act of 
settlement. 

The real founder of the family in Ireland 
was Thomas Parnell, a Dublin goldsmith, 
one of many Cheshire men who settied in the 
Parish of St. Werburg under the protection of 
Dublin Castle, acd who met annually in the 
parish churob to hear asermon and celebrate 
their nationality. By his will, dated Nov. 22, 
and proved in the Dublin Censistorial Court 
Dec, 23, 1668, this thrifty gentleman be- 
queatbed the poor of Warborough (Werburs 
20 shillings, to his son John an unpaid note o 
£7, and the unpaid portion of a note drawa 
tor £10, both drawn by sald son, also the tes- 
tator’s Bible and livery gown; to his grand- 
non, Thomas Parnell, be leaves £45, being the 
first year’s rent of Lazey Hill, near Dablin; 
to his wife Elizabeth, the lease of Lasey Hil 
and the residue of all my goede, chatteis, 
debts, gold and siiver plate. The seal at- 
tached to this will has no crest or motto, but 
bears two chevroneis and in chief two cres- 
cents, the same arms oearly as the Congie- 
ton Parnelis. 

The goldsmith’s son, John, was a quiet, 
Unassuming man, a strong lover of the 
Episcopal Chureh of Enyland, a fervent 
believer in the divine right of mings and as 
insatiable lover of stirabout and buttermilk, 
The F Thomes Farnell, 
bad but one psssion, drinking vinegar. He 
died June 26, 1685. is pupocupative will was 
written and probably sign 2 ‘* Jeremie 
Hall.“ It bears date June 24, 1685, was

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Was the intimate friend of Pope, Swift, Aadl- 
son, Steele and Congrave, and was admired for 
bia talents and beneflcence. He married Anno 
Minchia, and died in 1718, leaving no surviv- 
ing issue. 

John Parnell, brother to the poet and 
great-grandson of the goldsmith, was born in 
1680, and entered Trinity College, Dublin, 
March 18, 1694. He became a barrister, rep- 
resented the boreugh of Granard in the Irish 
Parliament from 1713 to 1722, and the latter 
year was appointed second Justice of the 
King’s Bench. Cole, stern, but just, 
a zealous lover of the Church of 
England, thoroughly devoted to British in- 
terests he compelled respect, but never 
elicited the liking of amy man. He married 
Mary, daughter of Lord Chief Just ce Whit- 
ah and by the terms ofthe marriage con- 
tract, was obligedte expend £1,250 in the 
purcbase of lands and in consequence the 
estates of Rathleague and Tonnickle in the 
Queen’s County were purchased. Justice 
Farnell died in 1727 and bis will dated June 80, 
1727, was proved by bie Widow Sept. 9, the 
same year. It bears a seal with the same 
arms as the goldsmith’s with the addcitos ofa 
boar’s head as crest and a motto, Te 
digpa sequar’’ (sic), Thetrue motto ls Te

By his wife, Anna, 
second daughter of the Hon. Michael Ward 
(Judge of the King’s Bench) and sister of 
Lord Bangor, he left an only son. This son, 


Sir Joba, 
THE SECOND BARONET, 

was a Revenue Commissioner, a Lora ot the 
Treasury and Chancellor of the Exchequer in 
Ireland. This man was a staunch believer in 
„the loaves and the fishes,’’ and cared but 
little for the Irish or their interests as long as 
he received the emoluments bis office called 
for. In 1774 he married Lititia Charlotte, sec- 
ond daughter of Sir Arthur Brooke, receiving 
with her a dowry of £5,000. Dying in 180], he 
was succeeded by his son, Sir John Augustus, 
the third baronet, born a cripple andi a mute, 
This gentieman never married, and died in 
1812, when tne title and possessions passed to 
his next brother, fir Henry Brooke Parnell, 
fourth baroret, who was educated at Cam- 
bridge University. He became Paymaster of 
the Forces, represented a Scotch borough in 
Parllament, and in 184] was elevated to the 
peerage of the United Kiagdom, on which oc- 
casion he took the title from Cougieton, in 
Cheshire, deliberately ignoring the country 
that for 200 years had sheltered the Parzeil 
family, and in which all their 
property was situated. 

Willem Parnell, younger brother to the 
first Lort Congleton, assumed for a short time 
the Surname of Haysein compliment to the 
Avondale estate and in 1810 married Francis, 
eldest daughter of the Hon. Hugh Howara 
(third son of the first Lord Wickiow,) a com- 
missioner of stamps and sometime a member 
of the Irish Parliament for the borough of 8t. 
Johnstown,County Donegal. At the time of the 
Union the Hon. Hugh received In eunjunction 
with his mother the Countess Alice the sum of 
£10,000 as compensation for the loss of the 
representation and atthe same time Sir John 
Parnell the first baronet accepted thi hand- 
some sum of £7,500 for losing the representa- 
tion of Maryboreugh. This Wililam Parnell, 
grandfather of Charlies Stewart Farnell, was 
a tall, leas, lanky man; his bead was about 
the size and shape of a cocoanut; he possessed 
a peculiar nose, and bis couatenance rene 
resewbied that of a sguirrel with a cold in ite 
hend. He was educated at Cambridge Un- 
versity, and for some time represented W ick- 
low County in Parliament. In Sberiock’s life 
of hie noted grandson this gentieman Is de- 
scribed as ‘‘excelling in the cultivation of the 
liberal sciences and unequalled in chaste lit- 
erature.’’ This is a very extraordinary asser- 
tion in view of the astounding political novel 
published by Mr. Farnell entitled, Maurice 
and Berghette; er the Priest of Rahery: A 
Tale. London, 1819.’’ i 

THE ‘*QUARTERLY RBVIEW’’ 
thus wrote of the work: 

It may appear incredible that any man 
should publish a book at once so miscbiev- 
ous and absurd. The anti-Irish and anti- 
Catholic tone ofthis work is strongly marked, 
The author represents his orphans as so very 
nice In thelr accent that they are always mis- 
taken for English. Father O’Brien, the 
priest, confesses that he was very long, but a 
sorry apostie and very Iiittie fitted to benefit 
his flock until he happened to get a number 
of religious books written by Protestants 
which enlightened dim.

„We, the jury, do say that Julius Robert 
H. Stiepel came to bis death about 4a m. 
Nov. 80, 1890, at his residence, 1900 Lam! 
street, from the effects of metallic arsenic, 
by whom administered being unknown to this 
jury.’’ 

Such Is the verdict in the mysterious case of 
Dr. Julius R Stiepel. who was mysteriously 
shot in the bead on Jefferson and Russell ave- 
nues on the evening of Nov. 21, and who died 
atdo’clock Sunday morning, Nov. 80, from 
some cause not produced by his 
wounds, which were healing. The sudden 


deathofamanin sound beaith with $75,000 


insurance on bis life was considered sufficient 
cause for an investigation, which began 
almost ene month ag: and ended at6 o’clock 
last night, leaving the police and insurance 
companies as much in the dark as they were 
when they began, asfar as finding out how 
arsenic got into Dr. &tiepel’s body. 

The day after Dr. Stiepel died, a post mor- 


-“" dom was held and the organs of the body were 


found to de in perfect condition except the 
kidney, which was slightly congested. It was 
found that the four buliets which entered the 
scalp bad not as much as indented the skull 
and therefore be did rot die from any 
cause apparent. As a final efforf to learn 
the cause of death, the organs were taken 


out end given to Prof. Luedeking of the 
Wasbington University fora chemical analy- 
sis. After spending a week exxmining the 
specimens Dr. Lucdeking submitted a report 
last Friday. The inquest, which 
was adjourned temporurily to await 
this Iinves'ipation, wus begun avain 
yesterday afternoon até o’clock. Five at- 
tor nene ropresenting as many =ineurance 
companies interested inthe case were pres- 
ent, also all the physicians who bad examined 
Dr. Stiepel before his death and several wit- 
nesses. A shurtband, reporter emploved by 
‘the Insurance couipeanies took a verbatim 
report in anticipation of trouble in the future, 
should Mrs. Stivpel put in a claim for her hus- 
band’s insurance. 
HE SOLD MRS. STIEPEL MEDICINE. 

Louis Schreier of 1917 Gates street, a drug- 
gist, was the frat witness at the inquest yes- 
terday afternoon. He said he solid Mrs. 
Stiepel some medicine before the doctor died. 
She sent the nurse aud her daughter to his 
drug store for sulphonal. He said he gave 
one drechm. It was on Saturday morniny, 
the day before the doctor died. It was 
a prescription written by Mrs. Stiepel 
and was written on u piece of ordinary paper. 
The child suio her father wae not resting ay 
and her mother wanted to put bim to sleep, 
and had written the order for eulphora! te- 
cause he would not sell it to the child, fearing 
she did not pronounce the name of the drug 
correctly. 

It was the first time I had acali for it lu ten 
yeurs,’’ Mr. Schrejler said, and for that rea- 
soniquestioned ber. she suid ber mother 
knew how to use it and thatsehbe was going to 
give it to Dr. Steipel, who was delirious, 
sulphonalis a preparation similar to aut 
pyrine, Itis patented and comes in a bottle 
on wich there are no directions. Ail 1 did 
was to welgh out one drachw and give it to 
the girl.’’

THE MIDWIFE'S TESTIMONY. 

Mrs., Clara Dinsisge of 2416 Buena Viste 
street was the next witness. She sald she 
wasamidwife, and knew Dr. Steipel about a 
year and half before his death. 

‘*Mre. Stiepel came to my house the Friday 
before the doctor died and suid he wanted to 
see me and apolowize tor whut he had said 
and done. 1 went over there with Mrs. 
Stlepel. There wee no ligbt in the room where 
he was lying and the doctor could not see me. 
Mre. Stiepel bought a lainp, and when the 
doctor saw me lic said: ‘Ob, Mre. Dinsiage, 
forgive me; please forgive me!’ I told him 
he had done nothing to me, but if be bad 
1 forgave him with all my heart. 
He said be was going to die and hoped 1 
would forgive him. [told him he was not go- 
ing to die, but he said ‘oh, yes he would, be 
knew he could not live.’ He seemed to be 
sure be was coing to die. 

She then told how the doctor cameto think 
he bad offendea her. the was nursing a 
woman and wave her sume medicine which the 
doctor thought was not needed and they 
quarreled. 

Returning tothe subject of her interview 
with the doctor on his death bed, Mrs. Dins- 
lage wus asked whathevaid about his wife. 
She sald be told her be bad provided well for 
his family end thatthey would need nothing 
after hie death. He asked her te bea friend 
to his wife and chiid. 

A KNIFE IN HIS BED. 

‘*He also told we about a reporter who said 
something about bim in the paper, and be 
bad ea big kuifeip bis bed, wh.ch he said be 
was going to stub the reporter with when he 
called avain. I was at the head of the bed, 
und I told Mrs. Stiepel to take the knife away,

SAID HE KNEW WHO SHOT HIM.

I asked 
the dector what enemy he bad who would 
shoot bim like that in the dark and he suid he 
would tell me. Mrs. Stiefel told him to shu 
upseveral times and them told me he would 
get excited it be talked about it. He asked 
her to tell me who it was, but she would not 
because if tue mad was arrested and did bot 
go to jall he wuld sue her and get ber prop- 
Dr. Stiefel started to tell we 
but she told bim to shut up 
or three times and that 
ohe would tell meail about it as ehe knew 
who it Wes and how it occurred, but he told 
meshe would not. He shut up and we talked 
about other things. Mre. Stiepel has never 
told me since oy Apes about the accent. 
leaw her since but she said nothing avout it 
and 1 did not ask ber. I called again Sat- 
urday morning to seo how be 
was and Mra. Stiepel met me at 
the door and said he was better and had had 
some rest. I called again Sunday 8 
and the servant girl came to the door.

Dr. Krebs was asked ifthat portion of the 
viscera which Dr. Luedeking bad examined 
oontained three-tenths ofa grain of arsenic 
how n.ach did be think the whole viscera 
vould contain. He said he would not be able 
to state without knowing the size of the man 
or the weight of the viscera.

DR. LUEDEKING DISCUSSES HIS WORK. 

Dr. (hartes Luedeking was seen by a PosT- 
DISPATCH reporter yeateérdxy and discussed 
the results «of hie chemical analysis of the 
vital organs of Dr. Stiepel quite freely, ex- 
plaining, however, that it was not in his prov- 
ince to state whether or not the finding of 
„ grains of arsenic was proof! positive that 
the deceased physician ceme to his death by 
arsenical pvolsening. That was a decision 
which rested with the Coroner alone, 

‘*‘lused the expression adyisedly, 
theless, sad Dr. Luedeking ‘‘thatl 
found arsenic lu large quantities in the vis- 
cera examined by me. Three-tenths ofa 
grain is itself a large yuautity, because an 
average dose of arsenic is only about one- 
eighthot a grain, or perhaps only one- 
twelfth, which would make ithe amount 
found by the chemical analysis equal to two 
or threeordinary doses. I would not, and 
indeed should not, offer any opinion 
as to a quantity of poison 
in a is indicated by 
the finding of 8 grains in tue viscera. 
There is a rough method of calculation to 
arrive at such a result, but it does not apply 
in this case. In ordinury cases the liver is ex- 
amined with the greatest care, and the quan- 
tity of poison discovered in that organ multi- 
plied by four is supposed to show 
the total amount ec -nutained in the 
ontire body of the corpse from 
which the liver was taken. Ihis method could 
not be used in the present instance, for the 
rosson that the portion of the l.ver and other 
parts of the viscera examined by me had ali 
been placed together in one jar, aud 80 the 
polsou had naturally been absorved by all, as 
is inveriabiy the case when the organs are 
pieced together. 

„There seems to be a curious misconcep- 
tion as to my statement that 1 found areenio 
‘in larwe quantities.’ The statement was 
surely justifiable. I found .3yrains. Were .3 
gtaine all that had been taken into a human 
system what would be fouad would equal 
about one-sixth of that quantity.

AN BRRONEOUS CALCULATION. 

At the inques: Dr. Bernays and Dr. Dalton 
testified that, according to calculations based 
on Prof. Luedeking’s report, Ur. Steipel’s 
entire viscera contained about nine grains of 
metallic arsenic. This was erroneous, but 
the error was not the physician's. 
Dr. Leudeking said in his report that ‘‘in the

Instead of examining 190 grains only, Dr. 
Luedeking, as will be seen by a careful read 
ing of his roport, examined the entire con- 
tents of the jar, which on a guess probably 
weighed something lese than three pounds, 
and in all this found .38 grains. The entire 
viscera weighed about twenty pounds, anid if 
three pounds contained 8 grains the entire 
visoera would contain? grains. That la what 
remainec in the viscera, but that does not 
represent all that was taken into the stomach. 
Dr. Dalton, however, saidthat 2 grains had 
been known to kill.

No shots were heard there at the time, the 
blood on the wounds was dry and hard and 
the doctor came froma direction opposite to 
that be indicated. When he was taken home 
Mr. Stiepel showed no, signs of emo- 
tion nor surprise and while the police 
were questioning bim she sat near by reading 
a book intently. Dr. Bernays called and ex- 
tracted the bullete, which had only penetrated 
the scalp, and ln a few days the sinal!l wounds 
were healing. Dr. Stiepel did not lerve his 
bed, however, and pretested on every oc- 
Ccusion that he was going to dle. He did die 
suddenly when the attending physicians 
pronounced bim well. The theory 
of eulicide was knocked out 
in the first place because there Were no pow- 
der marks on the face or bead but the 
presence of poison, by which eminent phy- 


eicians claim his life was taken, points to sui-

And yet, the-purpose for which the meeting 
had been called was that of preparing for 
whut, during the past nine years, bas been 
the crowning gloryof the great and good 
work done every year by the Flower Mission 
in St. Louls. The beautiful service of tbe 
summer months bas been completed. The 
last visit of the faithful working staff of the 
Mission, laden witb bright flowers, healthful 
and refresbing fruit, entertaining books, 
magazines and papers, had been paid to the 
various charitable institutions of the city. 
lhe inmates of those institutions, lonely 
and forsaken enough at the best, had 
said farewell %o the kind-hearted visitors, 
whom they call the flower lauies. The 
farewells were not spoken without a sigh, for 
it is easy to believe that those weekly visits of 
the Flower Mission made red-letter days in 
the calendar for many a stranded sufferer in 
hospital or Poor-house. ‘here are more 
touching personal friendships spring up be- 
tween the devoted women thus ‘‘walkin. the 
bospitals’’ and the pathetic ebjects of their 
volunteer duty than would be imagined at 
first thought. But the beginning of winter 
brings a close to tnese friendships and kind 
offers for the time being, and the ‘‘sweet old 
word, good- dy, has to be exchanged be- 
tween lonely patient and Flower Mission vis- 
itor. That it gains an added pathos amid 
such scenes goes without saying. 

A CHRISTMAS IN DANGER. 

Yet even as ik Was spoken, and as the sum- 
mer work ofthe Mission ladies ended, toere 
came from many oitbeir charity charges“ 
a little additional ‘‘postscript’’ that did 
much to soiten the real meaning of the part- 
ing. With brichtened faces, asmlle on lips 
that had drunk to the dregs ot poverty and 
suffering, a gladness in eyes that had seen 
only the dark side of life, the old women and 
men ondlug their days iu the Poor-house,the 
patient sufferers in the hospitals, the little 
urphan children in the asylum, murmured’ 

„Good bye. Bat we'll see you axuin at 
Christmas time!’’ 

They bad seen the ladies of the Flower Mis- 
sion, some of them had, every Christmas 
time for the last nine years, and the Mission 
had thanked God that it was able to briug joy 
and loving comfort from the great, glad hol, 
day world outside te the littie w rid of hope- 
less and friendless bumanity inside. But this 
year the ‘‘Christmas Distribution’’ of the 
Fiower Mission seemed to have been a sad 
impossibility. For some reason or other 
the response to thie brave call for help nad 
not been a liberal one or as spontaneous as 
usual. With true feminine sensitiveness the 
ladies of the Flower Mission shrunk back 
from the cold fact, not daring to storm the 
public heart aud dewand that response which 
was their due tor charity’s sake. They 
thought they auw in such a coldness the pop- 
ular intimation that their Christian mission 
bad worn itself out. And so after a somewbat 
forlorn discussion of the unpromising outlook 
the ladies of the Fiower Mission present at 
‘ast Wedegesday’s meeting came to un in- 
formal decision to abandon their beloved 
„Christmas Distributioa.’’ Only afew hun- 
dred dollars were necrssary to its success, 
but the working staff of the Mission was few 
in numbers, and they dreaded the ‘‘beg.ing 
canvass’’ that would have to be m de 10 
raise enough money torthe Charity Cbhrist- 
mas. If people were tired of giving, why 
trouble them? 

This was what some said; others, however, 
contended, that.if the public could be proper- 
ly reached the response would be as liberal as 
ever. It was finally decided before abandon- 
ing the custom, which bas for years gives joy 
to do many sad bearts, to make an appeal to 
the people. 

The appeal will enter every happy Christ- 
mas home in a great city, and plead for the 
unfortunates who have no home. 

lt will reach every famtiy Greside at Christ- 
mas time and zeli the pathetic story of the 
lonely ones, he paupers, whom neobods 


owns.’ 

It w'll be read by men whose thoughts in 
„Christmas Week are drifting beet slong 
the years gone by te the days when they were 
children st their anv od nee, and it will beg 
for the eld white-baired and totter in- 
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are dependent upon charity for their Ubrist- 
mas. 

It will make every child eagerto brighten 
the Christmas of some poor child from its 
own overflowing store o! good things. 

It wilicry tothe strong and hesithy not to 
forget the sick and muimed, the wounded in 
life’s battle, whose Ubristmas dawns in a nos 
pital ward. 

It will ask some Christian charity even for 
those women who have sinned, und who are 
bitterly paying the wages of sin in disease and 
suffering. They are somebouy’s daughters 
and sisters; they have not lost their claim 
upon humanity.

Dr. H. 8. Chase Advecates the Repeal ef 
the Present Laws. 


Dr. H. 8. Chase last night lectured on 
Patents and Copyrights“ before the Benton 
School of Social Science. He said: 

How is itthat theught is so common? It 
one man suppresses bis invention, it is only 
a little while before the same or u« better in- 
vention is proclaimed by another person. 
When the time isripe for a new discovery, it 


comes and would come at last in spite of ite. 


by thousands of individuals. 
People invent because they can’t beip it. The 
thought comes to them and it recurs so per 
sistently that it must de not ced. 

An invention ia the thoucht of the nation 
or of the worid, and it is as material as the 
germs that fly in the alr. Inventors are al- 
ways annoyed by otber claimants of the same 
discovery. Authors are coustantiy bein 
accused of stealing their thoughts an 
language from others. The thoughts of the 
universe can no more be an Individual owner- 
ship than the air and sunlight. Thoughts are 
not made, they are eternal, and they volus- 
tarily come to you and to me as birds come 
to a tree. Thoughts knock at the vrains of 
thousands oi people again and again belore 
they get in. me Drains never let them ia. 

Patente are monopolies, granted by gov- 
ernments to persons ciaiming to be inventors. 
This isa violation of equal rights, if wnat I 
bave said about freedom of thought is true. 
Patents encourage useless inventions, Not 
one in a hundred is useful. Patenis shut the 
door on other Inventors. Patents cause «reat 
expense to the vublic by waste of tine, 
litigations, in puvlic buildings, armies 
et clerks, corruption of judges, ste 
Patents enable owners to shat off the best 
things for the public, and force on it inferior 
things, because more profitable to the own- 
ers of the monopoly. A person can hard 
make anything new tv sell until he inde ov 
whether it bas been patented. The United 
States grante about fiftees thousand of th 
monopolies yearly, Very few inventors 
by their patents.

John Clemens’ Thrilling Stery of Shipwreck 
in the Carribean Sea—Seventeon Days of 
Suffering en a Raft—Drawing Lets to De- 
termine on the Victim. 


HE story of Stanley's 
rear guard has revived 
some considerable inter- 
est im the accounts of 
cannibalism, which was 
supposed to exist only ia 
the pages of early navi- 
gators and shipwrecked 
mariners. Johan Rein hold 
Forster, the eminent 
German naturalist who 
accompanied Capt. Cook 
on his second voyage 
around the world, devotes a chapter in his 
large quarto volume, printed in 1774, to canni- 
baliom in the Oceanic Islands, wherein the 
following curious note is added in proof of 
the assertion that human flesh, especially 
among savages, is the most palatable of 
dishes. He says: 

„In the province of Matto Grosso, 18 Brazil, 
a woman told his excellency, Chevalier Pinto, 
who was then Governor, that human flesh was 
extremely palatable, especially if taken from 
a young person. And during the last dearth 
in Germany. he adds, a shepherd killed 
first a young person to satisfy the cravings of 
hunger with his flesh, and afterwards several 
more in order to please his luxurious palate.’’ 

The following narrative is related by Mr. 
John Clemens, an old St. Léeuisan, living at 
1616 Becend Carondelet avenue, giving an ac- 


count of bis shipwreck, during which, with 
his companion, he subsisted on human flesh, 
which he avers is not unpalatatie: 

It may be stated that Mr. Clemens is now in 
his 84th year, having deen bora in 1806 in the 
Island ef St. Bartholomew, his father having 
been a native of Corsica, then a dependency 
of France, and his mother came from Bor- 
deaux, im France. Mr. Clemené is a well 
preserved and stillan active man, with iron 
gray hair and whiskers, of rather a brusque 
and resolute air and with a prompt and ready 
command of language. The following later- 
esting statement is givem nearly in bhisowa 


words: 
A STORY OF SHIPWRECK. 

I went to sea at the age ef 12 years on 
beard a French vessel as a cabin boy. My 
first voyage was on beard of a Columbia 
privateer called the Santa Maria, with a 
Captain named Danton, who was from Ber- 
eau, where my mother was born, aad with 
whom be was acquainted. After making that 
cruise, the vessel was sold to another Freach- 
man, and Iagaln went on board asa cabin 
boy. Our Captain scot orders to sail ter 
Guadaleupe and we put into San Domingo. 

The Santa Maria then left the city of Sas 
Domingo and went up the river Romane, 
where we took on a load of freight for Guada- 
loupe, consisting of mahogany and herned 
cattle, The mahogany was well seasoned and 
stowed lu the bold, while the cattle covered 
the deck, We dropped down the river to sea, 
and had been about six or seven days out, 
when one Dright Sunday morning (I recollect 
as well as if it occurred yesterday) the French 
people (officers) ate breakfast at 10 a. m., 
while the crew ate as 8008 
a4 they could get thelr meals. 
I had commenced bringing the breakfast 
from the galley or cook roem totbe tabie for 
the officers, who were overhauling their 
charts. 

The captain and first mate Were ian the ¢abin 
while the second mate was en deck. I ealled 
them, and at this time all the canvas was up 
and the sea perfectiy calm without a breath of 
air, and the ship was laying perfectly still. 
While the officers were at breakfast a tor sado 
struck us—a regular white squail—and the sea 
began to rise with the Wiad. The captain 
then rushed on deck and ordered the 

cut — the vessel 
not at all, 

The fury of the ale and the swell of the 
Waves tendered the brig unmanageble and 
she canted over on her beam ends, when the 
cattle all broke loose and were drowned and 
everything on deck was swept away. he 
boat wae only saved from going to the bottom 
by the sessoned mahogany lumder below 
deck, which buoyed berup. As it was some 
of the crew were also swept overboard. We 
lay In this terrible situation until the storm 
was lulled. We then took axes and cut away 
all the masts and rigging when thé ship again 
righted, but was full of water. 

The Captain then gave orders to save all the 
light spars, with which a raft was bulit on the 
taffrajl or . in the bind part of the vessel, 
and the sides fastened to the bulwarks. We 
covered this float witz allthe old canvase we 
could save and went on it. We erected a jury 
mast and tied ona white shirt asa signa! of 
distress to any vessel that might happen 
along. Wesichted s couple of vessels, but 
they did not see us. They were toe far off and 
we Were too low down fer them. Notwith- 
standing our raft, we stood in the water to our 
necks. Not a particle of food er water to 
quench thirst had been saved. 

In this terrible condition we refnained sev- 
enteen days and nights, until we became 
fairly water-logged. The survivors consisted 
of the Captain, two mates, cabin boy (myself), 
and six out of twelve of the crew, six of the 
latter having been washed overboard with 
the cattle. About the sixth day we began to 
suffer terribly from hunger and thirst. Two 
of our seamen began to give way from 
exhaustion and raving with hunger, com- 
menced eating their own arms as far as they 
could reach the flesh with their mouths. In 
two or threé days these two men expired. 

EATING HUMAN FLESH. 

We then kept their bodies on the raft until 
wedevoured their flesh, to the bones. Thie, 
we bad to eat raw, and as we had ao knives 
Wo tore the flesh off with our teeth. 
was no blood in them at all. 
well it tasted just as good as any other animal 
flesh. We had to en it, when the stomach 
dalle for it. After devouring fil the flesh we 
cast the skeletons of the two men overvoard. 
Weate at first all the tallow candies and 
seap we could find but these luxuries were 
soon exhausted. 

Although we were immersed in the water up 
to our necks, without asnred of clothing on, 
which was uot needed under the searching 
rays of a tropicai sun, we bega to suffer from 
thirst. A thought struck me, and I went down 
in the water at the foot of the bowsprit, which 
was lined with sheet lead, and with an old ax 
hewed off pieces of lead, which by chewing 
Alls upthe mouth with moisture. This was 
all we bad to sigke our thirst, asnorain er 
dew fell during the time. 

After thetwo men were eaten up, the Cap- 
tain sald to us: Boys we've got to draw lots 
to sustaia lite, and all agr to stand the 
cbances. 

The Captain then got two small pieces of 
rope yars, avout two imehesin length, one 
little longer than the other, asd announ 
that whoever drew the longa one first must die 
fot food to the ethers. We all stood 
raft with our heads aad arms above the 
The Captain waded alone with the lets ready 
to de drawn. I was the frst to draw the fa 
lot, and all regarded meas being young an 
with tender flesh, easy to chew.

Mow the Affairs of Lilineis Must Have Been 
Managed in Recent Years—The Coming

Gov. Fifer bad delivered a very acceptable 
address of welcome, with no politics in it; 
Grand Master Thompson had respoaded 
in a neat and complimentary speech, 
also aevoid of politics, and then 
Mr. Snively, upon an invitation, read a paper 
which was supposed to be written on the sub- 
ject of legisintion necessary to the interests 
of the farming community and those who deal 
in agricultural products and live stock. The 
Senate Chamber was crowded with ladies and 
gentlemen, members of the grange and visit- 
ors from aifferent parte of the State, 
and of all political bellefs. Mr. 
Snively is known as an unusually 
clever and spicy writer, and when he took the 
stand there was breathiess silence and an ex- 
pression of eager expectation on every face. 
He had scarcely fairly begun, when he took 
up the general course of the Republican ad- 
ministration, both national and State, the 
Iliimois State officers and the Republican 
official boards of State, and in the most 
scathing and scorching terms exposed the 


fallacy and rottenness of the official action 
and dishonest lexisiation ever since the Re- 

ublican party has been in power. It came 
ike a thunderbolt, and the attention of 
the audience was riveted on the 
speaker. Gov. Fifer suit on the stage, 
and was oblived to hearevery word of it. 
There was squirming among the Republicans, 
but not a soul seemed diposed to leave the 
room, all being anxious to know what would 
come next. The Republicans denounce it as 
a mean trick’’ to take advantage of the oc- 
casion to make a Democratic speech. Others 
claim that it was not a political speecn—that 
it was simply a statement of facts, showing 
how the farmers have been damaged by Re- 
publican legisiation. At any rate, it is seldom 
that so large an audiences of mixed opinion is 
given ev strong 4 BSiatement that borders very 
closely on straight-out Democratic doctrine. 

THE COMING SESSION. 

Preparatory arrangements are being made 
for the holding of the nextsession of the 
Legislature which opens on the 7th of January 
next and bids fairtobe the stormiest ever 
held io Illimols. The indications, judging 
from the sentiment expressed at the State 
Grange mwerting, are that the Farmers 
members of the Legisiature feel their impor- 
tence and appreciate the fact that they vir- 
tnally hold the baiance of power, and it is 
generally believed that their three members 
will stand pat and make an effort 
to dictate terms. Still there is little fear 
among the friends of Gen. Palmer that he 
will fail of election to the United States Sen- 
ate. The opposition to bim le gradually dying 
out and bis indorsement will be received with 
good grace by all political parties. 

THE FARMERS. 

The lilimois State Grange bas just closed a 
three days’ session in thiscity. There was an 
attendance of about four hundredand fifty 
members, and the meetings, which were beld 
with closed doors, are said to have been very 
interesting. Tne Grange appears to have a con- 
siderable amount of politics in it, considering 
the fact that it claims to be a strictly non-po- 
litical bedy. It was arranged thet the Grange 
shall maintain ite Legislative Committee in 
Springfeld during the coming session of the 
Legisiature. Hon. Herman Tanbeneck, one 
of the newly-elected farmer members of the 
Legisiature, is to be chairman of the commit-

WHAT ABOUT THE &TATE FAIR? 

The agriculturalists and live stock men of 
lilinois are in something of a pickle. Two 
yeers ago the State Hoard of Agriculture 
located the State Fair ate Peoria, and two very 
successful fairs have been held in tunt 
city. A Mr. Martin Kingman owned 
the grounds that were used for 
the fair, anda few days avo trapsferred his 
entire interest in the property to bis partner, 
G. A. Jamison. This included mortgages on 
most of the improvements on the ground that 
bad been made bythe Peoria Improvement 
Association. Suddenly, and without notice, 
Mr. Jamison advertises a foreciosure, 
und a sale of the property on the 
16th of December. Ibis bas created a pro- 
found sensation in Peoria, as the fair was 
bringing about 200,000 people to the city each 
year. Uniess some arrangement can de 
made by the Peoria people, the State Fair will 
be relocated by the State Board at its next 
meeting to be held bere in January next. 
Three or four other places are already pre- 
paring to make bids. 

AGAINST THE RAILROAD. 

A Gecision bes been rendered by the State 
Board of Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sioners in the case of the Union Brewing Co. 
of Peoria, against the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy Raliroad Co. The complaint of the 
brewing company is based upon a refusal 
by the. railroad to switch cars. Tne road 
claims that it is not doing a general ewitching 
business and cannot be beld to dothat kind 
of service. The commission holds that the 
read does a general switching business, that 
itswitches cars for other companies or per- 
sons among its Peoria patrons, or the same 
tracks, and cannot discriminate against 
any of them. It appears that the 
Brewing Co. has previously refused to 
pay demurrage on two cars detained over- 
time without unload.ng, and the question is 
stillin dispute. The commission will not un- 
dertuke to decide as to whether the demur- 
rage charge is collectable, but it does hola 
that the fact of its being unsettied does not 
justify the road ln refusing to switch the cars 
on account of an unsettied coatroversy 
arising over a different transaction.

THE WEST WIND, 


One of the Artistic Attractiens of the Mer- 
cantile Library Reading Rooms, 


Amongthe many objects of interest and 
beauty in the Mercantile Library rooms, none 
attracts more attentlon or excites more ad- 
miration thap the statue of the West Wind 
which stands atthe eastern end of the read- 
ing room. A few words as to its history and 


that of its sculptor wil supply information 
often asked for by visitors. 

Thomas Ridgeway Gould was born in Bow- 
doin street, Boston, Nov. 6, 1818. Early in 
life he showed a taste for sculpture; and 
amused his leisure hours with his chisel 
while engaged In mercantile pur- 
suits. The moderate fortune which he 
had accumulated was swept away in 
the disasters of the civil war, and he de- 
termined to relinquish commerce and devote 
himself to his art. In less he went to ltaly 
and there died. suddenly while at work in his 


studio in Florence on November 26, 1881. His 
only master in sculpture was Seth Cheney of 
Bostan, in whose studio he modelled his first 
figure in 1851, and of whom he has left a fine 
portrait bust While yetan amateur in Bos 

ton he produced two colossal heads, **Uhrist’’ 
and Satan. which James J. Jarves, in his 
Art Idea,’’ charucterizes as the most com- 
plete and profound idealisms in our sculp- 
ture—intellect paramount in the devil, 
love in the Christ.“ His Cleopatra, in the 
pure Greek type of beauty, and expressiny, 
with wonderful power, the character of the 
Egyptian Queen; his Ariel,“ a breezy, 
graceful figure, and his“ Timon of Athene, 
allshow the same minute attention to detall 
and perfection of finish whicb characterize all 
hs works, and none more so than West 
Wind.“ Indeed, he has himself declared 
that no production was allowed to leave his 


studio until finished in all points, chiefly by 


his own hand. In addition to the works men- 
tioned, he has left several ideal busts and 
heads (notably his Ghost in Hamlet, an 
alto-relievo,) and a number of successful por- 
traits in bust and full length.

The City of Baten Rouge Disaster. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Deo. 13.—The City of 
Baton Rouge, while making a landing at Her- 
mitawe, La., three miles above Port Hudson, 
ut 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon struck a snag 


and before many minutes sank beneath the 
waters, except the cabin and hurricane deck, 
which fl ated down the river. When the 
bout struck, the heg chains parted and the 
hull broke in two and wentdown.

Capt. Woods stated that very probably the 
carzo nad been largly increased before the 
boat reached Hermitave. Hesaid thatthe com- 
pany carried no insurance on the City of Baton 
Rouge, and it was impossible to procure the 
amount of inaurance on the cargo or the 
names ofthe consignees until the retura of 
the officers with the manifesto.

F. Rootes, 
in wrecking the Paris C. Brown last summer, 
found it, but did not pull it out owing to 
it being private and not United States 
Government business. There is aiso another 
pecan tree, cousin to the first one, 
which promises to become as bad, but when 
the banks cave a little more it cun be cut 
down and probably save mach valuable 
steambeat property, ‘a stitch intime saves 
nine.’ The famous steamboat, the Paris C. 
Brown was wrecked last summer by the 
sainew snag, the disaster not only causing loss 
of the boat and cargo, but several lives. 


Garmented iu Flame. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 13.— Just as Mra. 
Sadie Rogers was about to put out thelamp 
in her bedroom last night the oil burst out In 
astream, drenching her clothing, the wali 


and the carpet. The flames followed, and in 
an instant her face was wreathed in fire, 
Grasping her avprorm she tried to fasten the 
burner and wick back to tbe lamp, but lu an 
instant this garment was ablaze and her dress 
bewan to burn. Realizing ber peril she ran 
up-stairs for assistance. As she passed 
an open window on the stairway’ the 
drait drew outside * part of her 
dress, which had been burned loose from the 
waistband. Inthe upper room were Ed Wat- 
son, alodgerat the house, and two riends, 
Fred. A. Richardson and Wentwortb E. Grif- 
fin. Suddenly the door flewopen and Sirs. 
Rogers appeared, her clothes and huir 
all aflame. With the ory of Boys, 
save me quick,’’ she threw berself on the 
bed. She wasquickly wrapped in comforts 
and blankets, but so thoroughly were ber 
clothes satur- ted that it was with great dim 
culty that the flames were extinguished, and 
not until nearly all theclothes had been burat 
from the bed. ‘ 

The clothing was completely burned from 
her body to her feet, and her limbs and body 
were a mass of Diisters. The hair was burned 
from ber head and ber eyebrows and lashes 
were gone, but her eyes were not much 
burt and her face escaped. Her hands were 
charred out of all resemblance to their for- 
mershape. She was delirious all night from 
the intense pain, and this morning was put 
under the influence of an opiate. The chances 
fur recovery are against her, but she isa 
strong young woman and may survive. 
Wentworth Griffin’s right band was badly 
burnt while wrapping the blankets around 
Mrs. Rogers, and it is feard that it wHl bave 
to be amputated above the wrist. Three 
fingers of the left hand were also burnt ana 
to-day he is helpless and suffering great pam. 


Hegs Dying by Dreves. 


ATCHIZ0ON, Kan., Dec. 13.—An unusually 
malignant type of cholera is raging among 
the hogs of Center and Benton townships of 


this county. Hogs are dying by droves. No 
farmer escapes, and the disesse sweeps every 
animal before it. Hogs are dying so fast that 
the farmers keep fires burning, into which 
the dead carcasses are thrown for the pur- 
pose of getting rid of the carcasses and pre- 
venting the spread of the disease.

I the Western railroads reach an agree- 
ment,’’ said Henry Alles, that fact, with 
the $8,000,000 in gold now coming from the 
other side, ought to help the market. The 
Granger roads ought especially to be helped 
by the railroad compact, although Iam not a 
bullon Union Pacific. The banke are offer- 
ing time wonev, which is another improving 
sign.’’ 

»The railroad situation is improving every 
day, said John Bloodgood. ‘*When the 
railroad agreement is perfected the lines wiil 
obtain paying rates forcompetitive business, 
and economies will be introduced Inthe dif- 
ferent managements. The monetary condi- 
tion is likewise improving. Ii looks as if 
something would be done in Washington to 
moderately increase the circulation. When 
people who have locked up $50,000,000 bring it 
back into Wall street money will be easy. 
The savings banks and trust companies have 
held their money in their vauits. They are 
about tired of losing interest. I never saw 
such achanoeto buy bonds. There is a con- 
tinual demand for low-priced bonds. There 
are plenty of them which are as 
sure to pay interest as Governinent bonds. 


People are selling bigh priced bonds and buy- 
lug low-priced bonds, and are thus in many 
instances deubling their incomes.’’ 

FREE COINAGE OF SILVER. 

„„Just what effect the free coinsge bill would 
have is problematical,’’ suid George Rutiedge 
Gibson. It might be argued by the friends 
of this idea that limited coinage would at- 
tract but little eilwer from abroad, for the 
reason that but little is floating unemployed 
on the markets of the world. Even if this be 
true, free coins e might precipitate trouble 
here at the start by exciting the apprehen- 
sions of timid Capitalists who might 
express their fear by hvarding gold. 
lo adopt free coinage when silver is 2 
‘cents an ounce below its parity with gold, 
would, in my judgement, be dangerous. It is 
uns te to predict the immediate course of the 
market. Ihe market is so narrow and devoid 
of outside orders that it is a good deal like 
swapping jack koives. It le notime to begin 
u bear campaign, but it probably is a good 
time to sell stocks on sharp railies,’’ 

„Apart of the disbursements of the Treas- 
ury on account of bend purchases, bas be- 
come immed istely avaliable, but netallof it,“ 
suid John G. Moore, and there is siroug 
circumstantial evidence that several million 
dollars, wh cb was taken in gold direct.y over 
the counter of the sub-treasury, has gone 
into the vaults of trust companies and suv 
ines bunks to strengthen their cash resources. 
The fuct cannot be ignored that a reuewal of 
the discussion relative ton more liberal treat- 
ment ofsiiver asa circulation medium, com- 
ing atatime whenthe country and, in fact, 
the whoie world is sensitive xs to credits, bas 
created a good deal of Cistrust and resuited in 
the hoarding of sold. Thnat feeling will doubt- 
less wear away when it is discovered that no 
attempt will Le made to iacrease the use of 
silver ae money beyond the product of Amer- 
ican mines.’’ 

SECRETARY WINDOM IN NEW YORK. 

Secretary Windom, who arrived in 
New York this worning,beld a three hours’ 
conference with a numberof bank officers and 
bankers on the financial! situation, and a full 
expression of views of the financiers on 
the situation, the effect of additional 
sliver leyisiation and other matters was 
obtained and then the conference ended. 
The only statement which the Secretary 
would make was that he was gratified at 
the news of the movement of gold from 
Kurope to this country, and thatthe Govern- 
ment would do ailin its power t« give relief 
tothe financia! and mercantile communities. 
He refused absoluteleiy to be interviewed, 
but parties close to him state that be wili not 
take any immediate action as the result of 
the conference. Secretary Windom will ae 
ably remain in New York overnight, but 
be in Washington on Mondey. 

THE DAY’S BUSINESS. 

The improved condition of Dank reserves in 
this city was largely discounted in the stock 
markets in advance, as was shown by the in- 
different closing after it was given out that 
reserve showed an increase of over $3,000,000. 
Tne event which was not discounted was tne 
failure of a London operator in Awerican 
securities. It was understood the broker re- 
ferred to was largely interested im St. Paul, 
Union Pacific und possibly Missouri Pacific 
shares. The news started this market nery- 
ous and unsettied, and at small deciines 
througnout the list and sharp deciinesin a 
few stocks, The strength of the 
market was immediately demonstrated, how- 
eyer, as the rally was sharp and decided in 
the early trading.

The majority of stocks were u to 1% per 
cent lower this afternoon, owing to the lower 
prices in London before the opening of the 
market. There was no considerable amount 
of selling of stoeks for London account, but 
dealers who brought stocks here yesterday 
with the expectation of selling them in Lon- 
don this morning were disappointed by the 
lower early prices there, and so sold their 
stocks again here as soon. as the market 
opened. The immediate cause of the deciine 
in London this morning was the failure of a 
trader in American railway stocks, who bas 
probably been carrying a large amount since 
the last settlement and experienced large 
losses in the decline from about the ist of 
December to the 8th, when a great many 
stocks made their lowest prices forthe year. 
The deciine in the first week of December has 
not been made up by the recovery in 
the second week. Nearly all active 
stocks dealt in for London account 
are still from 1 to 8 points lower than two 
weeks ago, and as au instance Union Pacific, 
of which » large amount became due and had 
to be paid for in London at the settiement 
yesterday, is still 6 points lower than on Dec. 
1. and will show a large loss 
to those who would be compelled 
by the system of fertnichtly settlement to 
realize yesterday. The general tone of affairs 
in London, however, is improving with more 
rapidity than might be expected after such a 
shock asthefmilureof the Baring Bros , and 
yet as far as can be judged it seems to bea 
perfectly healthy recuperation. Confidence 
is being restored. Money is becoming easier, 
and as the atmosphere clears up there Ameri- 
can securities arethe more acceptable because 
the most re@dily salable investments in 
the London markets. The conspicuous polat

Treasurer Huston’s Scheme. 


CINCINNATI, O., Dee. 13.—United States 
Treasurer Huston, en route to Indianapolis, 
stopped here to-day. Apropos of the finan- 
cial strese, he said, I believe there is a 


scheme by which there might be about 
$25,000,000 of a surplus secured that 
wuld relieve the general feeling of dread and 
uneasiness new existing. There are some 
5,000,000 standard silver dollars lylag piled up 
and in addition there are about $20,000,000 
in abradea silver half dollars and in dimes. 
Now the Government bas no use for this. 
There is no call for half-dollars in 
silver and most of the fractional silver could 
not be circulat®d anyway, because of being 
worn. Now here are $25,000,000. Let Congress 
authorize the Secretary to charge this to the 
bullion uccount and then issue treasury 
notes, and if Congress would suspend the 
rules and do this there would be an immediate 
relief afforded.’’

A STATUTE DEMANDFD LIMITING THE 
AGGREGATE AMOUNT OF LOANS. 


Directors Want a Law Enacted Whick shall 
Relieve Them ofthe Persenal Responsi- 
bility Incurred in Indersisg Notes Given 

by their Associations for Borrowed Men- 
ey—Nominations—What the Secretaries 


PROMINENT 
A building asso- 
ciation man who has 
been closely identi- 
fied with these insti- 
tutions since they 
were first introduced 
bere, has come .to 
the conclusion, from 
his experience, that 
some of them are 
being run a little too 
reckless for the safe- 
ty of their stock- 
holders, and he, to- 
gether with a few 
other well-posted men who have had a great 
deal of business with these financial con- 
cerns, are agitating the enactment of a stat 
ute by the next Legislature which shall pro- 
hibit these institutions loaning in amounts 
agaregating more than 50 per centof their 
assets. ’ 

Another remedy to be applied for at the 
next sitting of the Legislature is relief from 
the financial obligations incurred in becom- 
Ing a director of these building associations. 
Under the present custom, vith a great many 
of these concerns when they borrow money 
from banks or other sources, the directors are 
required to make themselves personally re- 
sponsible for the payment of the money by 
indersing the note upon whieh the money is 
obtained. This is looked upon as an un- 
just hardship, especiaily since the directors 
give the assocation the benefit of their time 
and energies for nothing but the glory of the 
position. It is hoped to change this by 
making the association responsble solely 
through the indorsement of the President and 
Secretary upon votes given in exchange for 
borrowed money with which to supply the 
demand for loans. This dewand for 
loans must be met, it is con- 
tended, for the loaning of money is 
the life and profit of these institutions, and 
when they have not got the funds they must 
be bad in anticipation of dues and fines and 
the payment of premiums. To makea profit 
by loaning money it must be furnisbed when 


there is a demand for it, and that fact makes 
it necessary for use:ciations to borrow quite 
frequently, as ordinarily they are never doing 
gulie so well as when their money is all 
loaped out and earning interest for the stock- 
holders.

There are no other base ball grounds 
worthy of the name in Cincinnati! but those 
owned by the Cincinnati Club. 

The talk about Aaron Stern or Harry Stern 
seeking to set back into the League is all 
bosb.

The remainder of the players 
who stayed with the National Leas ue last 
season will suffer fnanociaily for policy’s sake.

The 
pian under discussion is to Ox team salaries 
about thie way: National League, trom $20,000 
to $25,000; American Association, from $15,0U0 
to $20,000; Intermational and Western, irom 
$12,000 to $15,000. 

Side by side with this plan of salary reduo- 
tion stands another economical feature likely 
to be put into practice. It is the inauguration 
of a championship season of professional 
feot-ball, to begin at the 
of the base ball season and 
for AIX weeks or two months. 
The teams, towns and players will be the 
game as in the base ball leagues, the contracts 
to run a month or solonger. It should be re- 
mnembered that the first-class English foot- 
bali player is paid $1,000 per season and $15 or 
$20 a week for his services, and thie last feat- 
ure is English. It grewout of A. G. Spald- 
ing’s recent visit to England and the financial 
possibilities that hit his eye while gazing on 
the immense crowds at Preston and other 
English foot-bali centers. The plan is feasi- 
bie enough and vow is the time 
to put it into successful practice, because, 
should there be no Players’ League, the men 
willbe in amore plastic condition than they 
ever will be again.

The All-Abserbing Tire Question—Missouri’s 
Paper Chaese—Cycling Chat. 


Since the first "cycle was invented the rapid 
strides made in perfecting the machine bave 
been the wonderof the times, and with the 
contemplated lin provenients which are 
already in practical use on some machines, 
for mext season the cycle will be almost 
perfect as far as freedom from vibra 
tion is concerned. For years past the 
members of the medical vrofessio 
who do not ride Wheels have con 
demned ’cycling on account of the constant 
shocks and jars to which the“ person riding a 
wheel was subject. lo obDviate this evil, 
spring frames were first introduced, and last 
ens nexperiiments were made with an air- 
inflated tire, called the pneumatic, and from 
iteprape the so-called cushion tire, which Is 
about twice the circumference of the one now 
in use, and hus around hole one-eighth of an 
inch in diameter through the center. 
lhis epace gives the necessary yield 
to the tire, apd hence its 
nume. In connection with this 
which now agitates the whoie cyciing com- 
munity, it is Interesting to note that the 
cushion variety of tire seeins to De obtaining 
the hold that the pneumatic tire appeared at 
lirst certain to secure. The reason for this 
driftin the direction of the cushions 1s no 
doubt attributable to thelr comparative inex- 
peneriveness and to the atutements made as to 
the unreliability ofthe pneumatictire, which, 
While all right .for a race track and 
under certain conditions of road, is 
yet in the unperfected state that 
causes the majority of riders to think twice 
before Investing the good round sum, 
$35 per machine, that is asked fer 
cycler is nuturaliy dublous about taking a 
wheel with him on along run where he may 
be isolated, as far as repair shops and rail- 
roads are concerned. An accident mav not 
happen, but the chances for jt are very much 
greater on a balloon tire than on tne 
oid or rather the present univer- 
sally used solid rubber tire. There is 
no question but that the cushion tire wiil be 
much used in St. Louis next season, provided 
that ite anti-slipping qualities are wnat the 
friends of the new invention claim for it, 
Pneumatics will not be used to any considera- 
ble extent unless they ure yreatiy improved, 
except for possibly some agown town riding 
over the wrapite streets. Ihe reason for this 
is that our macadamized roads are too 
freely covered with macadum and loose stones 
of all sizes and descriptions. which makes 
the chances of escaping puncture 
seem very small indeed. With the 
large tires lighter frames will be bulit to 
equalize the additionai! weight of the former, 
and right here it wouid be lito call the at- 
tention of riders tothe danger of purchasing 
machines with too light aframe. There is a 
growing tendency for iighter weight, but the 
macbine has not yet been seen weighing less 
than forty or forty-five pounds which is rid- 
den by a bard rider ef medium weight wbich 
willstand up under bim over our roads. Eu- 
thuslasts on this subject have bad their am- 
bitions for 29-pound wheels cured by taking a 
hard ride on a wheel of this weight and find- 
ing it go to pieces on the run.

New YORK, Dec. 13.—Eyery courier in New 
York and its vicinity wil! take pride in the 
formal opening of the new covered rink this 
week, which has heen erected at Yonkers 
through the enterprise of 3 
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great sport, and games will be played morn- 
ing, afternoon and evening. In addition to 
rinks representing the four clubs men loned, 
others will be present from ciubs in this city, 
Albany and Utica, The first games 
will begin at 10 a. m., and from that 
time until late ln the evening the whir of the 
stones will make music more pleasing to the 
ear of the bonny Scotsman than the softest 
strain of Strauss or the mest rasping concerts 
ever played on the pipes. That is to say, pro- 
vided Jack Frost le willing. Hie co-operation 
of course isa necessary factor. But itis not 
unlikely that sufficient ice will have been 
formed tu the rink forthe purpose. Tbe prin- 
cipal object in bullding the structure was to 
secure curling ice when none was to 
be had on the lakes and ponds out 
of doors. The floor is flooded to 
a depth of only afew inches, and not much 
frost is necessary to freeze it over. The 
house is so built that the sides may be thrown 
open almost entirely during the night, and 
then closed up while a thaw is on, thus keep- 
ing the cold air in and the hot out. The new 
buliding Is 160 feet long and 60 feet wide, giving 
space for three complete rinks,or twenty-four 
piayers. At one end is a two-story club- 
nouse, the upper end of which hasa glass 
partition sepurating it from the main room, 
Hoboken also boasts of a new covered curling 
rink. It was built bythe Thistle Curling As 
sociation, composed of meinbers of all the 
curling clubs of this neighborhood. All these 
arranzements will insure the playing this 
yeur of the big annual matches in which the 
Canadian clubs participate.

TO CATCH THE BURGLAR. 


INGENIOUS ELECTRICAL ARRANGEMENTS 
THAT ARE NOW IN USE, 


A Central Office Which Guards Ware- Houses, 
Banks, Etc.—How the Devices Are Put in 
and How They Operate—A Compara- 
tively Simple System—The Night Watch 
Signal System. if

of instruction for his 

young charges, and 

adopted every device 

known to the profes- 

sion which might in any 

way add to the effici- 

ency of the young ap- 

prentices in crime. 

2 It there are any Fagins 

now in the worid they must, it they would do 

justice to their people, provide a course in 

electrical science, for no thief can take a 

high rank in his profession unless he has 

some knowledge of electricity ana its appli- 

cations. Of course, even though he Is an 

electrician, he undergoes all the rieks of his 

calling ashe has done since Adam’s expul- 

sion from Eden, but he simply bas no changes 

at all without a knowledge of the mysterious 

agency, and might as well abandon his career 

before he sets outuponit. This is because 

the thief’s purpose in lite being to circum- 

vent society he must, to be successful, under- 

stand all the devices which society adopts to 

circumvent him; the chief of these devices is 
the use of electricity. 

Every large city uses the electric telegraph 
and telephone to catch criminals. Without 
these the criminal classes weuld capture the 
town and set up forthemselves. But besides 
these there are other devices which have been 
adopted by most large cities by which an ot. 
fense committed in any neighborhood is 
known flmost immediately in every quarter 
ofthe city. It is a curious fact, however, that 
New York, the city which most needs a per- 
fect system, has the poorest equipment of 
thief-catching devices. 

In addition tothe usual electrical systems 
and instruments used by the police there is 
one used by a private company which, to all 
appearances, is an absolute preventive of 
burglaries. This is owned dy the Holmes 
Electric Protective Co., whose plant in St. 
Louls 12 leased by the Commer- 
cial Telegraph Oo. The Holmes sys- 
tem is used in New York, Philadelphia, 
Chicago, San Francisco, Cincinnati, Denver, 
Montreal, St. Louis and indeed in nearly 
ever y large city in the United States. The St. 
Lou Is office isinthe Mermod-Jaccard build- 


ing at Broadway and Locust. The Holmes 
system is used by over thirty subscribers 
whose places are within a five minutes’ run of 
the central office. Their stores and offices are 
in charge of this company from closing time 
ln the ovening untilan agreed hour in the 
morning. Although ogee N 
THE YOUNG WATCHMAN 

sitting at his instroment in a small room can- 
not see the property of any of these proprie- 
tors, be yet can watch it much more closely 
than if encamped inside the subscriber’s 
premises. Since its introduction April, 1887, 
no burglar has attempted to invade the prem- 
ises of the people under ite protection. 80 
far it has prevented absolutely all depreda- 
tions. 

How does it work? 

In the central office is what may be called a 
signal board in which are placed a number of 
galvanometers with index needles. Each one 
of these is numbered, and labeled with a 
subscriber's name. At one side of this board 
is arack of brass disks which look like bag - 
gage checks, and each of these is numbered 
to correspond with the galvanometer with 
which it is connected. Connecting with these 
gaivanometers are insulated copper wires 
running to the subscribers’: premises, and 
there connecting with various springs at- 
tached to doors and window frames in such 
wise that any disturbance of dooror window 
causes a ‘‘break’’ or a ‘*‘ground’’ of the 
wise. When any such break or ground occurs 
the fact is instantly recorded by the gaivano- 
meter needle which leaves its proper position 
—a position previously determined according 
to the strength of electric current, and is de- 
flected to the right or left. At the same time 
the brass disk falls and a Dell is rung 
continuously until the apparatus § is 
replaced. At the first sound two watchmen 
spring to their feet, glance at the nuwber 
and start on a run for the piace indicated, one 
going to the front and the other to the rear of 
the building, As has been said, the disturb- 
ance is the result of either a break or a 
ground. A break stops the current alto- 
gether. A ground, however, strengthens the 
current between it and the central office, and 
as the current la a weak one this sudden ac- 
cession of strength throws the needle from its 
position and rings the bell. But the effect is 
the same whether the wire is broken or only 
grounded. Ifthe needle could alwhys be de- 
pended upon the brass disk might be dis- 


across. A glance atthe broken windows one 
will convince tne skeptical of 
fact. Should a durglar. fear- 
ing the little forked god lurking in the 
door, seek to effectan entrance by breaking 
the glass window the fracture is communi- 
cated to the tinfoll, which is broken lu two, and 
thus gives the alarm. So delicate is» this foil 
that a break is not always perceptible to the 
eve, yet the news of the break is not the less 
surely communicated to the galvanometer and 
brass in the central. As proof of this Mr. H. 
D. Block, the St. Louls superiatendent of the 
company, related the Ollowing inolident: 
Just before leaving the office one evening and 
before the usual closing time, 


AN ALARM 
was rung from one of his subscribers. Sus- 
ecting a break he teok his ‘‘testera’’ with 

im and proceeded to the subscriber’s place. 
Here he was greeted with jeers from the pro- 
prietor and bis clerks, Who all declared that 
noalarm had been given and that nothing 
had bappened tothe apparatus. ‘*Neverthe- 
less, said Mr. Block, ‘‘there is something 
wrong. Stepping outside the door he ap- 
plied the test and felt the current. This lo- 
cated the fault ingide the doors. Testing the 
safe, the doors and the window frames in the 
rear, and finding them in goed order there 
was leit the large show window in front. 
There, gentlemen, isthe trouble. There is 
a break somewhere in that glass. But it 
ooula not be seen. Feeling carefully around 
the edge with the testers the break was finally 
located neara lower corner. It was @ tiny 
fracture ip the glass which nobody would 
bave noticed on a casual glance and the frac- 
ture in the toll was quite imperceptible to the 
eye. But the delicate testing instrument in- 
stantly located the break. ‘‘This was prob- 
ably caused bya nail or some other small 
missile thrown against the glass on this 
spot. Sure enough on going outside a small, 
rusty nail was found om the sidewalk just be- 
low the break. 

Safes and vaults are surrounded with 
wooden cabinets, in the panels of which are 
imbedded sheets and strips of tin foll, besides 
wires liké those used in the screens. Sefere 
the safe can be passed these ineshes of meta)- 
lic morality must first be severed, and it is 
needless to say that a safe-blower seldom 
gets furthér than the first sheet of foll. 

The responsibility ceases, of course, when 
the store or office is opened in the morning, as 
it begins when it is closed at night. A dally 
record of openings and closings is kept, which 
are summarized weekly and a copy furnished 
each subscriber.This is simply a record of the 
precise hour and minute ofeach daily open- 
ing and closing. If the time of opening is 
agreed upon, say 7 o'clock, the operator is 
expecting the signal to be given by the open- 
ing of the deor by the proprietor 
or clerk. If it comes about on time the record 
is made, but if nothing is beard until, say 8 
o’clock, a messenager is sent to ascertain the 
cause of the delay. When closing time comes, 
the proprietor or his authorized clerk presses. 
a little key on an instrument called the store 
instrument. If everything works well the 
Central gives him a return siznal on the bell 
of the store Instrument, signifying that all is 
in order. But if not a different signal is given. 
It often happens that in closing some window 
or screen is forgotten or not put In order. 
But the test is sure to reveal this and thestore 
cannot be closed until everything isin order. 
A special record is kept of ‘‘reopenings.’’ 
When a store is reopened in the evening the 
alarm is given in the usual way by the open- 
ing door, anda messenger is dispatched to 
the place with a printed blank, which must be 
filled out bythe person who has entered the 
store w — 

REASONS FOR REOPENINGS. 


＋ hese are indorsed by the messenger, and 


the hour end minute noted. The next day a 
notice is sent to the subscriber of the reopas- 
ing. If authorized by him he indorses the 
notice to that effect. 

There are six employes sworn in as private 
watchmen who sit in the central office all 
night waiting for alarms. Should ail these be 
out, there are six others called emergency 
men, sleeping in an adjoining room, who are 
called up whenever the first six have all been 
called out. Since its establishment in April, 
1887, no butglar alarms have been rung. All 
the alarms so far have been on account of re. 
openings or accident. 

Tated by the same force, but having no 
connection with the Holmes system described 
in the foregoing, is a night-watch signal sys- 
tem, which is used by many rms as a check 
on their night watchmen. This is a very 
simple matter. Signal boxes are placed on 
the subdscribers’ premises and connected with 
the central office. Each subscriver has a cir- 
cuit of his own, as in the Holmes burglar 
alarm, and every box placed on his premises 
is given a number and the night watchman is 
instructed to report at every box at stated in- 
tervais during the night. Thus, let us sup- 
pose that the night watchman of John Smith’s 
dry goods store is instructed to report every 
hour beginning at 7:30 p. m. The first box 
is numbered 12. If all is well the watchman 
gives the signal ]2 once and passes on to No. 
14, where he turns the crank of that box. 
Boxes Nos. 16, 18,22 and 24 are thus visited, 
and it ie known at the central office that the 
watchman is on guard and is doing his dubéy. 
There is an interval of time allowed him de- 
tween his reports from the different boxes, 
depending upon the distances between the 
boxes and other circumstances. The longest 
time, let us say, is five minutes. In John 
Smith’s dry goods store, therefore, the 
watchman must not use more than twenty- 
five minutes in passing from box No. 12 th box 
No. 24. In other words, he must report at Dox 
24 not later than 7:55p. m. At 8:80 the round 
is recommenced and every box revisited. 
This is repeated every hour through the 
night. If the watchman should not signal at 
8:30 or 9:30 or any other of the designeted 
bours he is allowed afew minutes’ grace, say 
ten. A messenger ie then dispatched with a 
printed note reading thus: *‘Your signal No. 
— located at —— due at —— is not pulled in, 
and the time of grace has just expired; please 
state cause of neglect in writing below on 
this blank and return by bearer.’’ On the 
blank space below the watchman writes his 
reply and the messenger notes his indorse- 
ment.

THE CITY'S ARCHIVES. 


FILLED WITH BROOMS, MOPS AND DISCARDs — 
ED CLOTHING. 


The Leck ef the Vault-Room at the City . 
Hall Does Not Prevent the Receptacies 
Betng Used for Store-Rooms—Where the 
Public Documents Are Kept—The City’s 
Records Daily in Danger. 


ETWEEN foundation 
stone and the roof of 
the City Hall there 
are now fourteen 
vaults built of brick 
and plaster with irom 
doors and combiha- 
tion locks. Some of 
them were built with 
the building when it 
was young, and some 
were bullt afterward 
as the demand for 
them became such as 

. to make them abso- 
lutely necessary. They are scattered all over 
the old fire trap, and are used for all sorts of 
purposes, but would be of little value in case 
of fire, as they are of filmsy build, and could 
not withstand the heatthe City Hall would 
make should it ever burn. | 

They may have been distriputed properly - 
when the ball was first dullt but they are not 
now. The departments have grown and 
spread to Buch an extent that the whole bulld- 
ing d now crowded from top to bottom and 
rooms that were once used as store-rooms 
are now offices. The entire third floor of the 
buliding which was originally intended as«@ 
garret is now occupied by offices of import- 
ance. The City Hall is primarily a piace of 
record, where the accumulation of surveys, 
maps, bills, vouchers, ordinances and other 
public documents are kept. 

VALUABLE RECORDS. 

Not 10 per cent dt these can by any possi- 
dle means be duplicated. Once lost they 
would be lost forever and half of St. Louis 
would suffer in consequence. Every officer 
in the City Hall knows this, but with a strange 
confidence, trusts to providegce that the old 
concern will lust tbrough his administration 
anyhow, and the next man can look to the 
safety ofthe records. So it bas gone from 


year to year, each one adding temporary 
makeshifts in the way of closets and lockers 
which in the end become a part and parcel o 
the office, and the vaults allthis time are de- 
ing in many cases left unoccupied or are con- 
verted to uses they never were intended for. 

In some of the offices they do duty as cloak. 
rooms. In others they are raised to the dis- 
nity of store rooms for the brooms and 
brushes of the janitors. : 

A BAD PLACE FOR THIEVES. 

In the event of a fire, should all the records 
in the vault be saved, the loss would be 
practically as great as if there were no vaults 
atall. The only protection they now afford is 
from thieves and burglars and that is but an 
unimportant thing in the City Hall 
outside of the offices

COMPTROLLER’S OFFICE. 

In the next office tothe South, that of the 
Con ptroller, the two vaults are used for the 
purposes for which they were built and many 
valuable records are stored there, but in spite 
ot the judgment used the space is not suffl- 
cient to hold them all and many records are 
kept or plain pine shelves. There is also in 
the Comptrolier’s office a small, 
fashioned tron safe about 8 feet 
and 2 wide which contains 
valuable of the documents. This safe has an 
old-fashioned lock and hiages on the outside. 
The easiest way for a burglar to open it would 
de to drop it out ot the window and crack it. 

In the next office to the south there is one 
two-story vault. Inthis the auditor keeps 
what reoords can be crewded in and leaves 
the rest out and trusts to luck.

In the spring of 1758 Johnson began to pub- 
lish the Idler, an article every Saturday on 
literature, fashion, society and thelike. In 
the Rambier he bad discussed ouly grave sub- 
jects, and had discussed them gravely. The 
Rambler leans toward gloomy views of lite 
and te the austere side of morale; virtue ap- 
pears in the pomp of solemnity; the voice of 
duty, it not harsh, is at least peremptory. 
The style, too, corresponds with the senti- 
ment, for in none of his otber writings are bis 
sentences so elaborate, interwolved, grand- 
lloguent. The Idler is different. Virtue is ar- 
rayed in airy robes and her face is wreathed 
with smiles. The purpose is rather to ente 
tain than instruct. The Jdier, it is true, 
have been written only by Johnson, bu 
Johnson not as Jupiter Tonans, fro 
andawful, but as a well-bred gentlema 
slippers. 

In 1764a movement was made among the 
most important in its consequences in the 
history of English literature.

A DISCOVERY DRAMATICALLY USED. 

The great discovery of thy formation of this 
docomposition substance ip the human body, 
and of its strange resemblance to the alkaloid 
poisons, was made by an Italian chemist, 
elm by name, early in the ‘‘sixtier.’” The 
discovery was made famous in jcriminal 
annals almost immediately afterward by its 
dramatic employment in a celebrated trial for 
murder, occurring alse in Italy. 
A woman bad died under cir- 
cumstances 80 suspicions that her 
hueband was accused of baving poisoned ber. 
The chemical analyeis of her body resulted in 
the ‘‘discovery’’ of the presence of an alka- 
loid poison lu sufiicient amount to have 
caused death. The husband was convicted of 
the crime of wife-murder and sentenced to 
die. His lawyer, a distinguished Italian 
pleader, was also something of a dabbier ina 
practical chemistry and had read of Belmi’s 
discovery. He secured a stay of proceed- 
inge, breught Selmi! to the city when the 
trial was in progress secured the law's con- 
dont to the test of resolving the supposed 
races of alkaloid voisen back to their or- 
iginai form, and succeeded in proving be- 
yond ali doubt that poisom bad not been dis- 
cevered in the woman’s stomach. What had 
been discovered was the peculiar decompos'i- 
tion substance made known te the scientific 
world by Seimi but a short time before.
